RYAN of Nebraska is coming 
B home. Bryan, who twice led the 
Democratic party in a national 
campaign, and may lead it again. He 
has been gone nearly a year, circum- 
navigating the world. He left San 
Francisco Sept. 27, 1905, and is due in 
New York Aug. 28. 

Missouri's Democratic leaders’ will 
welcome him when he arrives at New 
York. A Missourian started his third 
_ presidential candidacy boom two years 
ahead of time. A Missourian will be 
chairman of the reception committee 
that will meet him down New York 
Bay and escort him to a triumph as 
unique as that which greeted the re- 
turn of Dewey after the Manila vic- 
tory. 

It was in June—on the 5th day of that 
pleasant month—that David Rowland 
Francis, gometime Mayor of St. Louis, 
Governor of Missouri, Secretary of the 
Interior, president of the Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition, was called to the 
Platform of the State Democratic Con- 
vention at Jefferson City on a motion 
of Dave Bal] from Pike County. The 
convention was in that state between 
organization and work wherein orators 
are wont to make the eagle scream, It 
Was that period which rural delegates 
who love speeches find most satisfying. 
The chairman had expressed his grat- 
{tude and grown prophetic of Demo- 
cratic victory. Then arose Dave Ball 
and asked for a speech from a Demo 
erat who had strayed from the fold, 
but was now safely returned. 


Francis Eager to Speak. 


Francis responded willingly. In 
fact, it may be said without risk of 
violating confidence, that he had told 
Mr. Ball that he desired to speak and 
- ‘was in no wise astonished when called. 
He tolq the cheering delegates that he 
had never ceased to be a Democrat, al- 
though he and other conservatives had 
disagreed with Mr. Bryan and the radi- 
cals. He said that time had wrought 
changes in both wings of the party and 
that now he was ready to support Bry- 
ar, heart and soul. 

“There seems to be but one sentiment 
concerning the next standard bearer of 
the Democratic party,”’ Mr. Francis 
said. “This sentiment pervades the 
hearts ang minds of the Democracy of 
this nation. You know to whom I refer. 
I have differed from this man on prin- 
ciples, but never have I doubted his in- 
tegrity, his singleness of purpose and 
his loyalty to that which he believed to 
de right.’’

Mr. Bryan traveled slowly down the 
Pacific, visiting the island nations, 
and thence to India, leaving Austra- 
lia and New Zealand for another pe- 
riod of travel-—probably he will visit 
these countries this winter.

WHITE HOT BOLT 
PIERCES: WORKMAN 


Mill Laborer Fails to Catch 
Metal, Which Passes 
Through Body. 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 11.—Failing to 
catch a flery, red-hot bolt about two feet 
in length, with a palr of tongs as it 
came out of the rolling mill in Disston’s 
saw works, Emanuel Lutz, 23 vears old, 
of 2387 Duncan street, Tacony, was 
killed, the piece of siagzlinge iron passing 
entirely through his body above the 
thigh. 

Although Lutz had handled thousands 
of bolts with the tongs, he missed this 
one through stumbling. as it came from 
the machine, and his fellow-workmen 
were horrified to see .the 
through his back. 

Writhing in agony. 
assistance. and then 
hands roasted as he 
of his body. 

He was hurried to the Episcopal Hos- 
pital, where physicians performed an op- 
eration, hoping to save his life. but he 
died without regaining consciousness. 

The spectacle of the making and fash- 
ioning of these bolts is one of the sights 
which visitors at the mills are most in- 
terested to see. They often stand en- 
tranced for many minutes watching. the 
fiery blazing bolts as they come 
from the mill. As each is thrown by 
one worknian near the retort to another 
standing perhaps fifteen feet away, the 
onlooker is ‘interested to see whether the 
catcher with his tongs will succeed in 
catching the fiving metal. 

One. after another with unerring hand. 
guaged by an unerring eye, he catches 
them, and the operation is repeated a 
thousand times without a mishap. This 
time the unexpected happened. The 
catcher failed by a hair's breadth and 
paid the penalty with his life.

HAPPENINGS OF THE WEEK 


Besides adopting a resolution to send delegates 
to The Hague conference instructed to insist on a 
practical plan of arbitration to prevent war, the 
Pan-American conference at Rio Janeiro considered 
favorably a resolution, introduced from the United 
States, under which citizens of any American coun- 


try born abroad would forfeit American citizenship 


by giving up their American residence. An ab- 
gence of two years would be assumed as prima facie 
evidence of intention to surrender American citi- 
venship. The most interesting point is the possi- 
bility of bringing about legislation of this kind for 


the United States by treaty only without the ac- 


tion of Congress as a whole. Under the Constitu- 
tion, treaties when confirmed by the Senate become 
part of the highest law of the country. Treaties, 
ff ratified. by American republics taking part in 
the Pan-American Congress, may thus give an ad- 
Vance suggestion of how the “Parliament of Man” 
may reach over the heads of the House of Repre- 
gentatives in legislating for the United States. 


The failure of the Milwaukee State Bank of 
Chicago disclosed that it had been plundered and 
prrecked to such an extent that its deficit is esti- 
mated at close to $1,000,000.

The famous rebate cases in which Paul Morton, 
ex-Secretary of the Navy, was involved as head of 
the traffie system of the Santa Fe Railroad, were 
closed during the week by a fine of $15,000 each 
against the railroad and the Colorado Fuel and Iron 
Co. This is the case from which Messrs. Judson 
and Harmon withdrew as Government counsel be- 
cause of the refusal of the administration to hold 
the managers of the railroad individually responsi- 
ble for violations of the law. It is now explained 
from Washington in their behalf that their action 
was not “conspicuously unlawful” until subsequent 
legislation added the element of conspicuousness to 
what was unlawful before. The final settlement 
was under the Elkins law, the author of which was 
once well known in New Mexico and the Southwest 
generally in connection with transactions which were 
looked on by many as “conspicuously unlawful.” 

The thrilling experience of President Fal- 
lieres, who narrowly escaped a_ medal, is cal- 
culated to auginent the gayety of courts and 
salons.

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THE MYSTERY OF ALTRUISM. 
One of the interesting things the distinguished 
Westerners now dining with European potentates 
are reported to have discovered “is a marked in- 
crease of altruism.” The discovery may vwurn out 
to be one of great importance, but at any rate it 
is highly interesting, historically and otherwise. 
Historically, altruism is one of the most inter- 
esting things in this country. The claim to its 
original discovery is not established, but there is 
no historical question existing or possible of how 
it came to gain its literary standing. 
When Hon. Grover Cleveland was installed in the 
White House for the first time, he installed his 
sister, Miss Rose Elizabeth Cleveland, as his social 
vice-regent, he being then (as he supposed) a con- 
firmed bachelor with a well-defined dread of the 
Unknown and Unknowable, in either the feminine 
or masculine gender, 
Miss Rose Elizabeth Cleveland had at that time 
a collection of manuscript views which she had ac- 
cumulated in portfolios since her graduation, owing 
to the lack of active demand from publishers. Not 
long after her installation as “The First Lady in 
the Land,” she submitted one or more of these 
views for publication. Public attention was at- 
tracted and concentrated, the more so because at 
that time her distinguished brother was holding 
his own views carefully in reserve, until he “got 
the range” as his friends supposed. Miss Rose 
Elizabeth’s views responded to the demand for views 
from the White House and the demand for them, 
both commercial and literary, became highly ac- 
tive. The first result was the publication of her 
volume of essays on “Altruism,” which 80 pop- 
ularized it that it completely supptanted the roller- 
skating craze. Its popularity was increased by 
the mystery attaching to it. News came from the 
White House, in a vague way, that there had been 
a disagreement between Miss Rose Elizabeth Cleve- 
land and her distinguished brother as to the mean- 
ing and pertinency of Altruism, and that Miss Rose 
Elizabeth’s subsequent retirement from the White 
House to devote her talents to literature, was a 
consequence if not an actual] result of this. disa- 
greement. While this is still in doubt, Miss Rose 
Elizabeth did retire and for a time the literary 
popularity of altruism so increased that literary 
clubs all over the country devoted themselves to it. 
The demand for the publication of graduating or 
other essays on it dropped off finally. It ceased 
to be a literary quantity, and became In some way 
connected with the mysteries of that most mys- 
terious of all sciences—“Sociology.” Hence it is to 
be inferred that the dukes,’ archdukes, prime min- 


-jsters, kings and emperors with whom our distin- 


guished Western sociologists are now dining in 
Europe, are taking to sociology and increasing in 
altruism to such an extent that an expert sociol- 
ogist who dines with them can detect it plainly 
before the walnuts begin to be cracked with the 
last bottles of wine. 

It must be something beautiful, this “altruism,” 
It is not justice, but something better. It is not 
fair play or unselfishness or any one of those com- 
mon things which have commonly been insisted on 
in drawing lines of division. On the contrary, it 
is recommended to unite the whole human race. 
Lord Kitchener is one of the most distinguished of 
modern altruists. King Edward, the Kaiser, the 
Caar, the late author of Benevolent Assimilation, 
the late Ceejl Rhodes, Rudyard Kipling, Alfred 
Austin, Poet Laureate, the late Herr Krupp, the 
late Marcus A. Hanna and a long list of others 
of famous memory owe their fame largely to their 
cultivation of altruism during the period which 
Herbert Spencer mistook for a “recrudescence of 
barbarism.”

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ANOTHER RUSSIAN’S COMMENT 
Following Maxim Gorky’s criticism of American 
life and character comes another Russian revolution- 
ist, Dr. Gregory Maxime, who sees exactly what 
Gorky saw. 

American culture is on a lower plane than Rus- 
sian, according to Dr. Maxime. “Americans know 
nothing of idealism,” says he. The question the 
American always asks is ‘how much?” 

But while the two are in agreement conceming 
present facts, Dr. Maxime does not see the begin- 
ning of an idealistic culture which Gorky divined. 
Americans are the greatest idealists in the world. 
But they love their ideals too well to soil them 
with any alloy of the real. They love to listen to 
an idealistic preacher, be he ecclesiastic or layman. 
They applaud him loudly, but they do not follow 
him. They are still in bondage to quantity. They 
see the delights of quality, but are not yet ready 
to sacrifice one ounce of auantity for it. : 
So far Dr. Maxime is right. But, seriously, the 
leaven is working. Here and there a_ practical 
American idealist sits lonely; when he speaks we all 
listen, and although few try to translate the ideal 
into reality, there are some who attempt to live 
the faith that is in them. . 
Just now we are drunk with quantity. “How 
much,” is the object of our efforts. But we shall 
sober up by and by. Then will come the civiliza- 
tion that Gorky foretells. 

It is better so. The man whose head is in the 
clouds is in a sorry plight if his feet are not on the 
earth, and it is a guarantee that the coming ideal- 
ism shall be something more than moonshine that 
the American never lets go his hold upon the im- 
mediate fact. He is convinced that economic se- 
curity is the only rational foundation for gpiritual 
freedom.

CAUSING THE “DEAD” TO BREATHE. 

Dr. R. Eisenmenger, an eminent surgeon of Szar- 
vos,. Hungary, has invented a machine for produc- | 
ing artificial respiration. So simple and effective is 
its cperation, the wonder is it was not thought of 
long ago. Periods of alternate compression of air 
and vacuum cause patients who have ceased to 
breathe to do so with all the natural motions of a live 
person, says Popular Mechanics. 

In the case of persons who are taken unconscious 
f-om the water or suffering from asphyxiation as 
a resuit of inhaling deadly gases, or who have ceased 
breaching from electric shock—in all these cases life 
is frequentlly saved after one to four hours of arti- 
f‘cial respiration. 

Witle th« process of working the arms up and 
down to fill the lungs with air and discharge it again 
is by no means difficult, yet comparatively few 
peovle know how to do it successfully. There is a 
knack in the movement which comes only from ac- 
tual practice, and the regularity of the movements 
has largely to do with the results. The average in- 
experienced operator works too rapidly and irregu- 
larly, due to excitement. Efforts should not be re- 
laxed for three or four hours, as the life spark may 
still be there, although to all appearances the patient 
is dead. 

The apparatus devised by 
a metal shell, in shape not unlike that of a turtle 
shell. These shells are made in sizes ranging from 
use for infants up to adults. 


RIFLED OIL PIPES. 

The principle of the rifled gun has recently been ap- 
plied to pipes for pumping oil. The crude oil of Cal- 
ifornia is mostly thick, viscous and difficult to pump 
through long lines. Heating cannot be successfully 
applied to a long pipe, and mixing with water re- 
sults in an emulsion, from which the oil cannot be 
readily separated. The latest scheme for dealing 
with these viscous oils comprises a pipe rifled on the 
inside, so that the oil, mixed with about 10 per cent 
of water, is caused to whirl rapidly. The water, 
being heavier than the oil, seeks the outside and 
forms a thin film, which lubricates the pipe for the 
passage of the oil. The friction ts thus go far re- 
duced that the oil has been easily pumped through a 
line 31 miles long. The water and the oil come out 
entirely separate at the end of the line. 


A BIRD-BREEDING RESERVATION. 

During the last year, says Country Life in Amer- 
ica, the Audubon Society of 4ouisiana has rented 
some 17 bird-breeding islands, located in the waters 
of the gulf, from the Lake Borgne Levee Board. and 
are hopeful of getting from the State another island.

If it were possible absolutely to .prevent trespassing 
on the society’s islands the results would be almost 
incredible. : 
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LIQUID LENSES. 

Liquid lenses are the latest. They were the idea 
of a Hungarian chemist, who produces optical lenses 
by a simple and cheap process that are not only 
quite as good as the best massive glass lenses at 
present used, but that can be manufactured of a size 
three times as great as the largest homogeneous glass 
lens heretofore made. The importance of this inven- 
tion in the field of astronomy obviously is considera- 
ble. The largest glass lens heretofore manufactured 
out of massive glass for astronomical purposes has 
a diameter of about 4.92 feet and required sé@vera] 
| years for the making, while the price was over $100,- 
ble. The largest glass lens heretofore manufactured 
by the new process in a few weeks at less than $2000. 
Lenses of \smaller diameter, for photographic pur- 
poses, for a tet glasses, reading glasses, and the like, 
can be produced at correspondingly lower cost. The 
lens consists of a fluid inclosed between two unusu- 
ally hard glass surfaces, similar to watch crystals, 
in which the refractive power and other characteris- 
tic properties are so chosen that the glass surfaces 
rot only serve to hold the fluid but also combine with 
tle fluid to overcome such defects as scarcely 
are to be avoided in ordinary lenses. It is for 
this reason that the lens is achromatic. The fluld is 
closed hermetically, so that no air can enter and ex- 
ercise a damaging effect. 


GOOD CHEER FOR CONSUMPTIVES. 

Consular reports received by our Government indi- 
cate that there-has been a decrease of 28 per cent 
in deaths from consumption in Germany since 187%, 
while during the same period the sanatoria have re- 
stored to heaith 34 per cent of the cases treated by 
them. During 190 no fewer than 26,621 persons com- 
ing under the workmen’s insurance act Were treated 
in the sanatoria, and from 1901 to 19% insurance com- 
panies spent almost ten millions fighting this dread 
disease. The outlay inclluded 26 sanatoria, with 2111 
beds for women, and 10 sanatoria, with 541 beds for 
children, all the work being done under the immediate 
Supervision of the Empress and at her suggestion.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—If the ex- 
perts of the bureau of the census set 
down in all honesty what they think, 
the forthcdming bulletin on the insane 
ame feeble-minded in hospitals and in- 
stitutions at the end of the year 1904 
will be an interesting publication. An 
outline of what that bulletin will con- 
tain has been made public by the bu- 

Teau. 

Two significant facts stand out. The 
first of these is that insanity is _ in- 
creasing among the people of the United 
States. The other one is that women 
of foreign irth are more likely to be- 
come insane than the native women, 
that insanity Is greater among native 
men than among those of foreign birth. 

Officially, it will probably never be 
declared, but it is nevertheless a 
thought among some of the experts 
that women of foreign birth go insane 
because of the .hard lives their men 
relatives compel them to lead. Ameri- 
can men, there is a suspicion, lose their 
mind in their hard endeavors to provide 
the money wherewith to maintain the 
Atnerican theory that every American 
girl is a queen and entitled to an easy 
life. 

The figures showing the relative pro- 


portions of female and mole insane 
among the fvreign born population, have 
not been fully prepared, but they have 
been carried far enough to establish the 
soundness that there is a greater ten- 
dency to insanity among the women 
than among the men. 


Hard Work Chief Cause. 


That hard work—work with the hands 
—has much to do with the causing of 
insanity among womeh, may also be in- 
ferred from figures given in the advance 
notices of the bulletin. Of the insane in 
hospitals 41.6 had been engaged as lo- 
borers and servants. Of the female in- 
sane 68.3 had been servants, which is 
away above the general average of in- 
Sane servants and laborers. 

The fact of greatest significance is 
that those engaged in agriculture fur- 
nish only 22.5 of the insane in hospitals 
Roughly speaking three-fifths of the 
people of this country are engaged in 
agriculture alone, yet from among all 
the farmers and all the railroad men, 
constituting two-thirds of the working 
people of the country, come less than 
one-fourth of the insane of the country. 

The ahppy go lucky negro is not gen- 
erally regarded as being subjevt to in- 
sanity. But in the northern part of the 
country the negro race contributes its 
full quota to the number of insane. In 
the South the proportion of negroes in 
asylums is much less than in proportion 
to the population. The census bureau 
regards this as an !ndex of the provision 
made for them rather than as a register 
of the exentent of insanity among them. 


Not Many Cures Noted. 


What chance is there for a man com- 
mitted to a hospital for the insane to 
recover his mental health? No direct 
@nswer will be given to the question. 
In the year 1904, 22,524 were discharged 
from the 328 hospitals. That 11.3 per 
per cent. Of those discharged 7 per cent 
or 17,027 were classed as improved. 

Hospital officials seldom pronounce a 
patient cured, although they believe a 
small percentage of those so pronounced 
will be able to go through life without 
having to revisit the hospital. 

The distribution of insane in the hos- 

itals indicates that the insane women 

ve = gd than men. This fact is em- 
phasized when the age at death is con- 
sidered, 19.5 per cent of the women and 

.1 per cent of the men being at least

CITY NOT TO BLAME 


FOR RATS IN GARBAGE.

LONDON, Aug. 11.—Judge Shortt 
gave his decision in the Sandwich Coun- 
ty Court in an extraordinary suit by 
James Taylor, a farmer, against the 
Deal Corporation. 

Mr. Taylor sued the corporation for 
$29) for damage done to hie crops by 
rats. He declared that the corporation 
by using a piece of land across the 
read from his farm as a refuse heap 
had attracted rats in large numbers 
from the neighborhood, and they had 
eaten 30 quarters of wheat and $1 
worth of barley. They did. not touch 
his potatoes, he said, because they pre- 
ferred the cooked potatoes which they 
found in the refuse heap. 

On one occasion when he went to seé 





his crop, he said, he was afraid to leave 
his cart, because thousands of rats ran 
out of the field. 

The corporation's defense was that it 
had done all in its power to destroy 
the rats, and that in one year its rat- 
catchers had killed 2000 of them. 

Judge Shortt decided in favor of the 
corporation, declaring that it could not 
be held responsible for damage done by 
wild animals on its property. It was 
in the same position as a man who 
stocked corn or erected a granary, he 
said. Both these actions would admit- 
tedly attract rats, but the owner of the 
cornstack or the granary could not be 
held responsible for damage done to his 
neighbor's property by them.

HOUSTON, Tex., Aug. 11.—Adjutant- 
General Hulen wired from Austin as fol- 


lows: ; ’ 
No negro troops have been or will be 
ordered to take part in maneuvers at 
Camp Mabry until after the militia 
leaves, if at all. “HULEN, 
“Adjutant-General.’”’ 
It has been the understanding in Tex- 
as that the negro regular troops are 
not to be sent to Camp Mabry at Austin 
during he time that militiamen are in 
the camp and that they would be kept 
on the border until such time as only 
the regulars remained in camp. Adju- 
tant-General Hulen represented to the 
war department that this would be the 
wisest course, as it was feared that 
trouble would rise if the negroes were in 
camp with the white militiamen from 
Texas, Loulsiana or the territories.

STANDS FOR DISPENSARY 





Resents Coalition of Prohibi- 
tionists and Liquor Men 
Against It. 


COLUMBIA, 8. C., Aug. . 11.—The 
brief political vacation which prevails 
in most parts of the country between 
the adjournment of Congress and the 
sounding of the opening guns for the 
fall campaign has not occurred in 
South Carolina this summer. 

The country at large is well aware 
that Senator Tillman usually stirs 
things up with his trusty little pitch- 
fork, always ready for action wherever 
he may be. But in this case it has 
not been necessary to have even the 
Suggestion that his pitchfork was need- 
ed. He has had divers constituents 
prodding him with an indiscriminate 
collection of political darts because of 
his firm and consistent advocacy of the 
State dispensary system in South Caro- 
lina, 

That is, as usual, the great subject 
of political cgntroversy in the Palmetto 
State this year, and the Senator is de- 
termined to leave no stone unturned to 
convince his constituents that an aban- 
donment of the system will mean ‘‘from 
the frying pan into the fire,’’ for the 
supporters and opponents alike. 

When the first rumblings of the com- 
ing State battle echoed: to Washington 
last spring, the report gained circula- 
tion that Mr. Tillman would resign his 
seat in the Senate and return home to 
fight for the continyance of the dispen- 
sary system. He would do this, it was 
said, rather than see it abolished by 
those of his fellow-citizens who think 
it has failed to meet the demands of 
the. situation and is now doing more 
harm than good. The Senator does not 
for one moment think that charges 
made against the efficiency of the State 
dispensary are due to the system itself, 
but has intimated pretty strongly his 
belief that antagonists have schemed to 
bring the whole plan into disrepute 
through the employment of incapable 
persons to operate it, 


Lumpkin’s Candidacy Brief. 


One of the amusing consequences of 
the spring rumor that Tillman would 
resign if he felt that the dispensary 
system was in danger was the an- 
nouncement by Col. Lumpkins of an in- 
tention to succeed the pitchfork .states- 
man in the Senate. Whether the Colo- 
ne] took his own candidacy seriously 
or not is not officially known in Wash- 
ington. It was evident that Tillman 
4id not view it in that light, for he 
failed to evince the least signs of un- 
easiness or panic. How the people of 
the Palmetto State looked upon it may 
be summised from the fact that the 
prospective contestant soon announced 
his withdrawal from what would have 
been less of a race than a tandem 
drive. So when Congress adjourned the

} politics except the State campaign on 
the dispensary, and this is now getting 
into full blast. 

Friends of the Senator do not antici- 
pate any trouble for him in the Legis- 
lature which meets*next winter to elect 
a Senator for the term beginning March 
4 next. It is 16 years sinve he received 
his first nomination for Governor after 
a heated canvass, but in all that time 
he has held the support of his con- 
stituents to a degree which left no 
doubt of his popularity In the State at 


large. 

In his first campaign the State Con- 
vention nominated him by a vote of 270 
to 3. His election followed as a matter 
of course, and two years later it was 
repeated by an overwhelming vote. This 
second term was signalized by the pas- 
sage of a dispensary law for the con- 
trol of all Hquor traffic by the State 
as the best solution of a problem which 
always has brought, and probably al- 
ways will bring, individuals into most 
serious contention. At this stage the 
best argument for its continuation is 
perhaps the fact that it has operated 
these 14 years with the approval of the 
majority of the people of the State. 
The fact that Tillman’s senatorial term 
ends in less than a year has brought 
the whole subject to a focus now, how- 
ever, and the pros and cons affect the 
chief plank in the platform of every 
candidate for the Legislature which 
will vote next Winter for a United 
States Senator. 


What the Fight Is About. 

It is not hard to understand in gen- 
eral what the fight {s about. The State 
dispensary stands for @State regulation 
of the liquor business on the plan of 


acting as a wholesale dealer, provid- 
ing customers with drink in unopened 
packages rather than as a saloon keep- 
er over the bar. It is evident that the 
true blue Prohibitionists can see only 
harm in the State becoming a purveyor 
‘of whisky, and they will have none of 
the plan. The dispensaryites reply that 
it_is far better than prohibition, which 
cannot be efhiforced and which will 
breed spenk-easies on every hand. This 
condition led, however, to the enact- 
ment of the Brice law, permitting coun- 
tles to vote out the dispensary in fa- 
vor of prohibition if they so desired. 
This afforded a middle ground, which 
was taken advantage of by some of the 
Lcounties, and they determined to ‘‘go 
it. alone’’ on that track and trust to 
adequate enforcement of the law as 
their justification. 

Recently there have been disclosures 
of graft in the county dispensary at 
Spartanburg, and the incident has been 
employed by opposing orators on the 
stump as absolute and irrefutable proof 
of their point of view. 

With his customary directness Senator 
Tillman went directly to that town this 
week, braving a thunderstorm in order 
not to disappoint a crowd of two thou- 
sand persons anxious to hear how far 
he would go in denouncing the disclos- 
ures. He did not disappoint his hear- 
ers, for he laid the blame at the door 
of the Spartanburg delegation in the 
State Legislature, and intimated that 
their action in voting for the Morgan 
bill, which, he said, meant the death of 
the dispensary if it ever became a law, 
revealed a deep-laid plot to attain the 
same end In an underhand way by put- 
ting incompetent and unreliable men in 
charge of the county dispensary. 


Hig Advice to Prohibitionists. 


The very idea of reducing salaries to 
$400 a year and expecting incumbents 
working for such a pittance to be suc- 
cssful in carrying on a great business, 
was ridiculous, he said. He thougnt the 


refusal of the Legislature to pass the 
reform measure which he helped to draft, 
after it was found im ible to get 
enough votes to pass the Morgan bill, 
indicated an indefensible coalition be- 
tween the Prohibitionists, high-license 
people and all the rest of the dispensary 
system opponents. Dropping into his 
characteristic manner of speech. the 
Senator. according to reports, said: 

‘T respect the man who is a Prohibi- 
tionist from principle and lives up to 
his belief, but Prohibitionists must eat 
out of their own racks. They have no 
business mixing with the mules, the 
cows and the bulls.” 

Running gions in this fashion the Sen- 
ator unspafingly denounced the selling 
of beer at dispensaries, declaring it made 
them no better than common barrooms, 
for which there is no warrant in law in 
South Carolina. He further declared his 
opposition to keeping dispensaries open 
between sundown and sunrise, evidently 
believing that persons desiring packages 
of liquor could purchase them in the 
daytime just as regularly as they would 
a6 their other shopping. He had no 
hesitancy in eapeemiagy | that the whisky 
problem ts “the very devil to deal with,” 
and said he had made himself gray- 
haired thinking about it in the long 
hours of the night. 

It depends upon how well anybody 
knows Senator Tillman's real character- 
istics for them to appreciate the great 
amount of truth In another declaration 
made by him this week. He declared 
he “loved peace and never harmed any- 

” “But when I am attacked,’ he 
scontinued, “I fight Hike the devil, and 
spit like a cat.’’ This classic language 
so pleased his audience that he told 
them of his first appeaance in Spartan- 
burg, when he was running for Govern- 
He said: 

“Tf had a warm time in those days, and 
for several years. I remember there 
were about a hundred fellows in the 
crowd wearing white caps. They came 
from the mountains, and from across the 
North Caroline line. They were exces- 
sively rude and annoying in the begin- 
ning. I saw pretty soon they came here 
to run the meetin. As I said before, I 
love peace, but saw right then and 
there the kind of medicine those white- 
capped fellows needed. They got the 
tchfork, and they got the end the fel- 
Ge used on the bulldog.”’

Dietz for Sheriff. 


“Why, we're going to run John Dietz 
for Sheriff of the county in opposition 
to Gylland at the next election,’’ de- 
clared a merchant at Winter. ‘‘There are 
not 10 men in this county who will vote 
for Gvlland again. He's down and out 


forever up here and he might as well 
get out of the county so far as holding 
public office is concernéd.’’ "Improbable 
as it may seem, the entire district has 
hailed this idea with great enthusiasm 
and it is very likely that either John 
Dietz or his brother William will be the 
next Sheriff of Sawyer County. 

And while his neighbors and friends 
within a radius of 100 miles are do- 
ing all in their power to obtain im- 
munity for him, the man who stands 
up for what he believes to be his 
rights, sheltered behind the only law 
which he thinks will protect him—his 
gun—has again quietly gone about 
his haying. The daily occupations of 
the Dietz family differ not a whit 
from tnose of any farmer in the 
State. and although heavy caliber ri- 
fles are stacked about conveniently, 
the tract of cleared ground is not 
neglected. ; 

His daughter, Almyra, a crack shot, is 
the only guard stationed about the 
place. 


Posseman Still in Hospital. 


Rogich, the wounded posseman,, is 
at the hotel in Spooner, where he is 
receiving medical attention. He is 
improving and desires to be removed 
to Milwaukee, so that he may come 


face to face with his erstwhile com- 
rades, who deserted him in the woods. 
“They left me in there to die and 
ran away to save their own skins,” 
he stated, with a bitter smile. 

The sound in the woods at which 
the bearers of the stretcher upon 
which Hogicn had been placed became 
frightened has now been brought to 
light. A -party of assessors passing 
through the timber shortly after the 
battle. approached within a short dis- 
tance of the retreating deputies, who, 
upon hearing the crackling of the un- 
derbrush, believed that Dietz had 
come out to ambush them ,and scat- 
tered like the wind, leaving the 
wounded man to take care of himself. 

While they were returning to Mil- 
waukee these deputies passed through 
two or three rough experiences at the 
small stations along the route. When 
their identity became known, Dietz 
to the train, 
threatening to mob the party. 

When asked concerning the retreat 
from the wods, Sheriff Gylland said he 
had gone ahead to procure medical at- 
tention for the wounded fan, leaving 
his deputies with instructions to bring 
him on at all costs. “I was horrified 
when I learned that they had left him 
to die in the woods,’”’ he declared. “If 
you would like my opinion of the depu- 
ties I took into the woods with me, I 
can give it in a few words. They are 
a pack of cowards. I think that makes 
my meaning clear.’’ 

Sheriff Gylland practically admits that 
nothing has been gained by his recent 
attack upon Dietz. Two men have been 
shot, but the Dietz stronghold is more 
impregnable than ever. The entire coun- 
try is arounsed against the Sheriff. 
These are the sole results. 

“The impression that. I attempted to 
serve a civil warant on Dietz has gone 
out,”’ said Sheriff Gylland. ‘‘That is un- 
true. When I[ tried to capture Dietz 
I carried with me a warrant charging 
him with assault with attempt to kill. 
In resisting arrest he has laid himself 
open to other charges. I would like to 
put my hands upon him, but I don't be- 
lieve that I can raise a second posse."’

PULOUE DRINKING 
ON THE INCREASE 





Person in Mexico 
City. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MEXICO CITY, Aug. 11.—The con- 
sumption of pulque, the fermented juice 
of the Magner plant, in Mexico City, is 
rapidly increasing and the hauling of 
the drink is becoming one of the prin- 
cipal sources of revenue on a number of 
lines entering the city. 

The total figures compiled monthly by 
the railroads. testify to the increasing 
amount of the beverage consumed in 
the city daily. on nearly every rail- 
road entering the city a special pulque 
train is run and many of the regular 
freight trains Carry large numbers of 
cars containing the popullar drink, 

During the month of June three rail- 
roads, the Hidalgo, the Mexican and 
the Interoceanic, carried into the city 
09,861 barrels and 334 skins of pulque 
gathered within a radius of 60 miles of 
the city. The National, the Central and 





the smaller lines brought in an amount 


probably half as great. 
Allowing that the population of Mex- 


ico City {s 400,000 men, women and chil- 
dren, the quantity of pulque brought in- 
to the city daily is sufficient to supply 
almost two quarts to every individual. 
During the month of June 3,498,325 gal- 
lons of pulque were brought into the 
city. 
an average of 
brought to the city.

Texas Orchards and Wilds Are 
Laden With the 
N uts, 16 


HOUSTON, Tex., Aug. 11.—The pecan 


erop of Texas gives great promise now: 
This is true not only of the cultivated 
orchards, but also of the wild trees. Re- 
ports from all sections where the trees 
grow are to the effect that the weather 
cond'tions have beer just about right 
during the whol of the season and that 
there is an entire absence of insect dam- 
age. 

A few new orchards have come into 
beating, but not many. The pecan is a 
sure crop, but the length of time re- 
quired for an orchard to come into bear- 
ing prevents many being planted. While 
the cultivated trees will bear in seven 
years the crop produced ig not a com- 
mercial proposition until about ten 

ears, and few ple are disposed to 
Mvest money without return for this 
length of time. However, many farmers 
are putting in a few trees where they 
have running water, and within a few 
years these trees will add materially to 
the crop of the State. ~*~ 

The demand for the nuts has never 
been satisfied, and éach year the entire 
crop is sold at a good price as soon as it 
is ready to be marketed. San Antonto 
is the big market, there being an abund- 
ance of cheap labor there to crack the 
shells and extract the meat, but many 
carloads are shipped out of the State 
without being cracked. Italy takes the 
bulk of the picked meats, while the can- 
dy manufacturing towns of the North 
and East absorb a great part of the un-

Famous Boom Town Publisher 
Has Been a Joy to the 
Miners.

SPOKANE, Wash., Aug. 11.—Editor 
R. T. Lowery—the famous, not to say 
me notorious Lowery—of Lowery’s 
Claim, recently published in Nelson, B. 
C., is soon to become Lowery the peri- 
patetic. His paper will have the unique 
distinction of being perhaps the only 
paper in the world with no home and 
no permanent editorial office. 

Lowery is going on a tramp. In the 
last little while he has fallen upen evil 
days. Only a week ago the Ishmaelite 
editor received a severe looking docu- 
ment from the Canadian postoffice de- 
partment telling him that he could no 
longer use the Canadian mails. It was 
their: sense of decency, they said, that 
prompted this step. 

Lowery will tell you that it was their 
prudery and the malice they bore him. 
Much as he protested, however, the re- 
doubtable R. T. has commenced to send 
his journal by express lest the_ postal 
people tear it up. Now he has decided 
to go upon the road and will Issue 
his paper from whatecer town he may 
happen to be in at the time of going 
to press. 

He proposes to visit Spokane for a 
short time; he will call at Seattle; 
Portland will number him oe 
citizens; and he mentions San iego 
as one of his stops. 

Original Boom Town Editor. 

Lowery ts one of the only and orig- 
inal boom town editors. He came into 
the Kootenal district 16 years ago when 
the prototypes of the Bret Harte tailéS 
were beginning to see the- possibilities 
of the Canadian gold fields. After 
three years he got a few fonts of type 
and a Washington press and started 
the Kaslo Claim. 

Today such a: journal would raise an 
outerv from half the populace, but in 
its day the miners were giad to get it 
at “four bits’’ a copy. Lowery foresaw 
the downfall of the Kaslo boom, and 
said so; whereupon his life became un- 
safe and men spoke openly of lynching. 
In its sixteenth week the Claim perished 
nd Lowrey and the ‘“‘devil”’ who worked 
the press got out a farewell issue. On 
the front page was a tombstone made 
of a printer's rule and over it in huge 
letters the words—BUSTED B'GOSH. 
The unpaid advertisements were 
turried upside down as @ gentle re- 
minder to the delinquents and Lowery 
jumped the town.

LONDON, Aug. 11.—The Moral Instruc- 
tion League has published a scheme of 


instruction calculated to develop. the 
moral nature of the child and to train 
children to become good men and wom- 
en, as well as good citizens.

FAMILY EXCURSIONS. 
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Analysis Proves That Eras of Commercial Depression Tend to Dis- 
pose Young Men to Practice of the Profession While Those 
of Prosperity Lead Him Along Other Lines. 


BY J. B. SHERIDAN. 

Sentient mep must accept the laments 
of baseball managers of baseball clubs 
anent the existing shortage of effi- 
client players as a healthy in- 
dex. of commercial conditions and 
adolescent perspicacity tn the young 
men of America. The present inade- 
quacy of the supply to the demand for 
baseball labor must be taken as due 
to the fact that.in the past 10 years 
commerce has offered attractions and 
opportunities for a successful career far 
superior to those afforded by the pro- 
fession of playing baseball. 

That baseball players are as worthy 
and as honorable a class of men as 
secularly bred, born and educated com- 
peers in other occupations cannot be 
gainsaid. At the same time, Americans, 
with some good reason, have «a:ways re- 
garded the young man who gives 
enough time to baseball to greatly excel 
at it, as somewhat of a loafer and dis- 
sipator of time and neglector of su- 
perior talents. To a very great extent, 
this is true. For, in order to excel in 
the’ demonstration of this most exacting 


- profession young men must devote more 


time to it than the average industrious 
mechanic, clerk, professional man or 
business man can safely spare. 


Business; More Attractive Than Base- 
j ball, 

I attribute the present inadequacy 
of the supply of baseball players to the 
extraordinarily propitious commercial 
conditions - which have obtained in 
America for the past 10 years. During 
the decade employment and opportunity 
have been at the hand of every young 
man in these United States. Hence lack- 
ing sufficient inducement, the youth of 
the land has not had time or inclination 
to abandon business and to practice 
baseball with the persistency and fre- 
quency, which excellence demands, 

Days of commercial depression such 
as those which succeeded the war of 
1873 saw thousands of young men with- 
out regular remunerative employment. 
The same may be sald of those of 1893. 
These years of commercial depression 
produced many most efficient ballplay- 
ers. Thoge of '73 turned out the Kellys, 
Ewings, Wards, Ansons, Rowes, Whites, 
Hanlons and numberless others whom 
we knew as the great players of the 
80s. Then Mathewsons. Chesbros, La- 
joies, Wagners et al. were developed 
on the lots in the days when Coxey’s 
army was marching on Washington. 

While ultimate attainment of great- 
ness and success in baseball brings re- 
wards equal, perhaps, to those possible 
to young men of the mechanical, clerk- 
ing and professional classes, its initial 
and final emoluments are compelling. 
The novitiate of the minor leagues with 
its hard knocks and doubtful certainty 
of vocation does not afford the boy of 
the early '20s as remunerative or certain 
employment as the average decent po- 
sition in shop or office. Awery average 
mechanic or clerk can make at least $75 
per month all the year round. 

The Class C and D leagues, in which 
young baseball players must begin their 
apprenticeship, do not offer any such 


—enalument. They pay from $75 to $150 a 
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onth for five months’ work. When 
traveling casual and incidental expenses, 
uncertainty of emplayment, the limi- 
tations of the future and ultimate suc- 
cess, etc., are considered, commerce, 
trade and the professions offer a far 
more attractive present and future to 
the young American of this exceedingly 
properous era. 


The Why and the Wherefore. 

Just at present discriminating and ex- 
perienced baseball men declare that we 
Have not one true championship team, 
that is no one club which compares 
with the ancient Boston nine, the fa- 
mous Detroit four, the great Chicago 
organization or the splendid aggregation 
which represented Baltimore in the 90s. 

In the natural course of human events 


this should not be so. We have more 
young men playing baseball than we 
had in the 70s and 80s, the years which 
produced the men who made these no- 
table teams. Baseball praphernalia and 
accouterments have improved immense- 
ly. Better fields, more opportunity, more 
instructional attention is given the game 
in park, school and college. 

Surely it is idle waste of words to con- 
tend that the men of to-day are of less 
athletic power than those of the last 
century when in all other lines of ama- 
leur and professional athletics they 
have far exceeded the records of those 
who have gone before. It may be true 
that boysinallthe great cities are not 
as virile as were those of the same cit- 
ies when they were smaller. Upon the 
other hand America is‘ not all urban. 
We have small towns and villages with- 
out number. 

All these things being incontestably so 
it is futile to argue that the race is 
declining. Therefore, we must look 
elsewhere for the reason of the decay 
of superi@r ability in baseball. 

It is a strange -fact noted by philoso- 
phers that periods ,of great depression 
in any profession of business are fol- 
lowed by as equally remarkable eras of 
prosperity. The literary glories of the 
Elizabethan age, of Shakspeare, Bacon, 
Raleigh, Jonson, etc., was succeeded by 
a famine of letters which endured until 
Byron, Shelly, Keats, Coleridge, and 
other great men of the Georgian era 
came burgeoned into greatness, Simi- 
larly the lyric misery which immediately 
preceded the Victorian era was suc- 
ceeded by the golden glory of the age 
which gave us Tennyson, Dickens, 
Thackeray and Ruskin. 

Eras of Greatness, 

So, also, it has been in the history of 
the drama. 

Margaret Woffington and Sarah Sid- 
dons left a space in the drama which 
was not filled until Modjeska and Miss 
Terry came along. It was quite a time 
from the death of Garrick to the birth 
of Jefferson, some years from the decay 
of Booth to the blossoming of Mansfield. 
Critics have been quite unable to ac~ 
count for this cyclization of the descent 
of dramatic fire, as have those of lit- 
erature been puzzled to explain the al- 
ternate torrent and drouth which moves 
in recurrent eras across the hemisphere 
of letters. 

After all I should gay that gil these 
things are governed by the 
supply and demand. The ultimate am- 
bition of the ‘man who must labor is 
to make money for his needs, for his 
pleasure, for his posterity. As a youth 
he adopts the best possible, profession 
adapted to him and to the attainments 
of this absorbing finality. .To the young 
man who must work to live, commerce, 
the trades and professions offer in times 
of prosperity greater allure of recom- 
pense than art, the drama, literature 
or the pursuit of athletics. 

I am not so properly familiar with 
condition to discuss this question as it 
bears on them. But I do know that 
days of commercial affluence are not 
conducive to interesting young men in 
athletics as a profession. 


What Will the Final Result Be? 
He must accept this as a proven con- 


tention. Now what is the result of con- 
tinued and protracted prosperity to be? 

As we have it, commerce and the pro- 
fessions offers so many superior induce- 
ments to the youth of America that 
they have refrained from the practice 
of baseball. Ergo continued prosperity 
should in time entirely destroy, if not all 
baseball dexterity, at least all inclina- 
tion to practice the game as a profes- 
sion. We will in, say 15 years, be with- 
out capable demonstrators of baseball. 

In this case what are the men re- 
muneratively engaged in the promotion 
of baseball to do to maintain their busi- 
ness? 

Obviously they must increase the

WILL LOSE CONIBEAR. 


Maroon Trainer to Quit Midway 


School to Become Director. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 11.—Hiram B. Coni- 
bear, trainer for the University of 
Chicago, will sever his connections 
with the Midway institution shortly 
to accept a position as athletic di- 
rector of the University of Washing- 
ton. He will have charge of the 
crew, baseball and football teams at 
Seattle and will begin his new duties 
on Sept. 10. 

There was no friction in the Maroon 
camp betweet Congbear and the other 
athletic authorities, like that of sev- 
eral years ago, when the trainer left 
to take up a position as track coach 
and trainer at the University of Il- 
linois. The contract with “Con” has 
expired and he will be released. 

His new position is the biggest step 
the trainer has taken in his training 
or coaching eareer. The University of 
Washington is one of the leading 
schools on the coast, ranking with 
Stanford and California for the last 
three seasons. Its crew has been re- 
garded as one of the best of recent 
years in the Far West, while its foot- 
ball and baseball teams have shared 
hcnors with its two rivals for the last 
two years, 

Conibear's resignation leaves Chica- 
go without a trainer and probably in 
a serious predicament. The trainer's 
work last fall was responsible to no 
small extent to the success of the Ma- 
roons, the superior condition of 
Stagg’s men being shown, in marked 
contrast to that of Coach Yost's pro- 
teges. 

Dr. Raycroft, in whose charge the 
condition of the men has been placed 
in the past, is in Europe, and proba- 
bly will not return in time for the 
football season.

In plain words they 
must make it worth the while of young 
men to adopt baseball as a profession in 
preference to law, medicine, black- 
smithing, tinroofing, clerking or trading. 
And, in the event that they do not 
this. What then? Why it shall be that 
the profession of baseball will be en- 
tirely abandoned or largely relegated to 
the practice of very inferior persons. 
Just as the scavenging of streets, the 
shoveling of entrails, the cleansing of 
sewers, now devolves upon the inferior, 
the uneducated, the unambitious, the 
weak and inefficient, so shall the prac- 
tice of baseball fall into the hands of 
men who are not capable of equaling 
90 per cent of their fellows in pursuit of 
commerce, unless it is to be made more 
attractive as compared with commerce 
and the professions than it is now. 
Eventually we must admit that all 
baseball as a professional shall die un- 
less now nourished by increase of emol- 
ument that some 20 years hence it shall 
be played only by amateurs and prac- 
ticed as an athletic pastime, not man- 
aged as a profession or business. 
Which, after all, is a culmination not 
to be avoided, postponed or deplored. 








The Old Fox Made Good From 
Boginning as a Pitcher 


The first experience of Clark Griffith, 
manager of the New York Americans, 
and John McGraw, manager of the New 
York Nationals, were alike in one re- 
spect. Each had to do with a tall man. 
Griffith was ushered into public life in 
1888 in Milwaukee. He went there as a 
pitcher and was heralded as a phenom. 

“What saved me from embarrass- 
ment,’’ explained Griff, ‘‘was the fact 
that nobody could see me. They gave 
me a uniform that had been made for a 
man 6 feet 4 inches tall, and it com- 
pletely hid me from. public gaze. I 
made a ridiculous figure, but nobody 
could see me.

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Remarkable Explanation

HIGH BLUFF, Mich., Aug. 11.—While 
Mrs. Patrick Sheedy of this city was 
hanging out her wash three weeks ago 
she happened to whistle a few bars of 
“The Wearing of the Green."”” As she 
whistled a large whip snake crept 
from a pile of boards near by and, with 
its body swaying, gently followed Mrs. 
Sheedy with evident fascination as 
long as she whistled. When she ceased 
whistling the snake peacefully with- 
drew under the board pile, where it evi- 
dently made its home. 

Mrs. Sheedy was greatly excited by 
the appearance of the snake, and when 
her husband came home from work 
he went into the garden and began to 
whistle the same tune to see if the 
snake would appear. It did, retiring 
as soon as the whistling stopped. Since 
then one of the Sheedy’s has whistled 
for the snake every morning and even- 
ing, and it became a pet with the 
family. 

Last week an Irishman from Ulster 
County, named Bryan, moved into the 
house next door to the Sheedys, and as 
he was going about his back yard, he 
happened to whistle ‘“‘Boyne Water.’’ He 
was amazed to see a large whip snake 
crowl from under his barn, where it 
evidently lived, and follow the music 
with every sign of pleasure.

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John D. Schlegel, who won the quoit 
championship of Missouri from John 
Jaeger, says that quoit pitching is a 
game where skill, courage and endur- 
ance are the prime requisites for suc- 
cess. 

“It ts-regarded by players and others 
cOnversant with the game as one of the 
most attractive and healthful forms of 
recreation,” said Mr. Schlegel. 

“Here in St. Louis we have an or- 
ganization to foster and propagate the 
sport known as the National Quoit As- 
sociation. The clubs are known as the 
Marines, Chippewas, Westerns, Missou- 
ris, Homes, Gravois and Ganders. 

“It was on the grounds of the latter 
club at No. 2402 South Third street that 
I won the Gander Cup, emblematic of 
the championship of the State. 

“While apparently not as fascinating 
or as popular as America’s national 
pastime, baseball or football, the an- 
nual quoit events held under the aus- 
pices of the Grand National Curling 
Club of America are enthusiastically 
supported, and the rinks and players in 
many of the principal cities will com- 
pare favorably with those in Great 
Britain. In Scotland and in the North 
of England it is no uncommon thing to 
see thousands of spectators at a match 
between players of prominence, in 
which big stakes are depending on the 
result, and speculation upon the out- 
come of the different battles is a spe- 
cial feature.”’ 


Location of Grounds. 

For the proper display of the beauties 
of the game a spacious and well regu- 
lated ground should be provided. Play- 
ers should not be cramped, and specta- 
tors should receive every opportunity 
of witnessing the sport with comfort. 
The cut presented shows what a cham- 
pionship rink sHould look like. It is 
about 80 feet long and 25 feet wide. 
There is plenty of space outside of the 
actual pitching distance, 18 yards, so 
as to secure the utmost fairness to the 
contestants. 

The ends of the rink are circular and 
about three feet in diameter. Each end 
is filled with pottery clay of a stiff- 
sticking character so that when a quoit 
lands it is not easily removed by an- 
Other quoit. Imbedded in the clay at 
each end are two iron pins, or motts, 
about 40 inches long and one inch in 
diameter. They. are driven into’ the 
ground until the head is even with the 
clay. The nearest point of a quoit to 
the pin only counts, and the measure- 
ment in all instances is taken from the 
center of the head of the pin. 

In addition to the proper arrangement 
of the ground and ends, it is necéSsary 
that a player should have a set of quolts 
exactly suited to his tastes; a competent 
director, and a man to look after the 
condition of his quoits. 

Quoits and Their Make-Up.

NEW YORK, Aug. 11.—Just because 
his leg was pulled—and pulled good and 
hard—James B. MacClellan, a Philadel- 
phia groceryman, who desired a wife, 
has caused all kinds of trouble. 

He had Mrs. Helen Hamilton of this 
city arrested Friday night for ‘‘doing”’ 
him out of $2200 during their love-mak- 
ing, and today it was developed that 
the lady in distress was recently known 
as Mrs. Bina F. Verrault. 

Postal officials have taken 
charge of the prosecution, and the in- 
timation hus gone forth that there are 
many men of varying degrees of riches 
who also have reteiv_i warm epistles. 
For years ‘‘Widow,” “Rich Widor’’’ 
and the like have advertised their will- 
ingness to marry. It has long been 
suspected that many of these ‘‘pérson- 
als’’ were blinds for other purposcs, 
but never before has Mrs. Hamilton 
been involved in questionable transac- 
tions. 

Since her arraignment before United 
States Commissioner Shields, Assistant 
United States District Attorney Car- 
mody has received half a dozen eager 
complaints from men who said they 
were nipped as wus McClellan, the 
sorry Scotchman. 

In every instance, the descriptions 
given of the ‘“‘Lonesome Young W1d- 
ow’. tally with those of Mrs. Hamilton 
or the women who are supposed to 
have been her confederates.

Other Victims Appear. 

“I don’t Know what we are going to 
make out of this before we are through 
with it,” said Mr. Carmody. ‘From 
the way it looks, we will have a big 
stock of complaints in here in a few 
days. It seems as though men who 
have been caught by scheming women 
are coming to the front since MacClel- 
lan told his story. 

I hope they will all come here. If 
a syndicate of women is using the 
mails for the purpose of fraudulently 
getting money, we want to know it, 
and I think we will soon find out.’’ 

Whether or not MacClellan would 
have deemed it a lucky escape easily 
worth $2200 had he known that Mrs. 
Hamilton was Mrs. Varrault, depends 
upon the canny Scot's -temperament, 
for be it known that in January, 1905, 
with Mrs. Izella W. Brown, Mrs. Ver- 
rault laid in wait for a man sald to 
be Mr. Verrault at Columbus avenue 
and’ Eighty-third street and _ horse- 
whipped him with a rawhide. 

Mrs. Verrault and Mrs, Brown, said 
to be her sister-in-law, were living at 
that time at 114 West Seventy-third 
street. A man claiming to be George 
Verrault, the victim, the following day 
secured a warrant for the arrest of the 
Verrault woman and Mrs. Brown; also 
for Gregory Allen, a young sculptor, 
and James Mason. Contradictory sto- 
ries told in Police Court resulted in 
the dropping of the complaints.

bear the disgrace, and that if she was | 
discharged she would never go home 
to her father. 

This remark, construed by those who 
heard it as a threat of suicide, has com- 
bined with other circumstances preced- 
ing her death to convince her nearest 
acquaintances in St. Louis that she took 
the arsenic herself and was not drugged. 
Only the girl's father, Frank Lamaster, 
believes otherwise. He persuaded 
that she was murdered. 

If the theory of suicide, which is 
shared by Deputy Coroner Lloyd, is cor- 
rect, the determination to die shown 
by the young woman becomes remark- 
able. The poison must have been taken 
before her complaint of sickness on a 
Delmar Garden car, and when she told 
the motorman and sympathetic passen- 
gers that she had been ‘doped,’ and 
declined assistance, she must have: been 
suffering from the pangs caused by the 
arsénic. 

In the interval of an hour and a half 
between the time of her leaving a car 
and her appearance at the home of her 
friends she must have been waiting for 
the fuller effects of the poison. During 
this time, so far as is known, she said 
nothing to arouse anyone to the urgency 
of her need. Unlike the ordinary sul- 
cide, who cries for help when the pains 
of poison begin, she clung grimly and 
silently to her purpose.

Father Offers $1000. 


The father of the girl, a prosperous 
farmer near Hamburg, Calhoun County. 
Ill., before departing for his home yes- 
terday afternoon with the body, reit- 
erated his statement, first made at the 
Ooroner’s inquest, that he felt sure his 
daughter had been murdered. and re- 
peated his statement that he would pay 
$1000 for The arrest and conviction of the 
guilty person. 

The Coroner's jury returned what is 
known as an “open” verdict, finding 
that Miss Lamaster died from arsenic 
but leaving the question of suicide. hom- 
icide or accident untouched. The au 
topsy showed arsenical poisoning. 

Lamaster said yesterday to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter: 

“My daughter had no reason for kill- 
ing herself, and I am sure she did not 
do so. She was drugged. I feel confi- 
dent, by some person. At home I have 
letters from her mentioning the names 
of young men with whom she associated 
here, and I expect to forward them to 
the police.’ 

Dr. C. Wayne Smith, superintendent 
of the Washington University Hospital, 
repeated the remark made by the girl 
when she was told that unless decided 
improvement was shown in her work 
she must leave the hospital. 

“The remark was not made to me per- 
sonally,”’ he said, “but to a superintend- 
ent of nurses now out of the city on her 
vacation. It was repeated to me at the 
time. Miss Lamaster said, ‘I couldn't 
bear the disgrace. I will never g0 home 
to father if I am discharged.’ 


Given Week's Probation. 


“I decided a month ago that it was 
unwise to retain Miss Lamaster, be- 
cause she was careless about her work. 
I told her at that time that she must 
take more care with her reports, must 
be tidier in the sickroom, and must be 
more accurate and punctual in adminis- 
tering medicine. For a time she showed 
improvement, then relaxed. 

“I gave instructions a week ago that 
Miss Lamaster must be told she had 
only a week's probation in the hospital. 
It was then she made the remark about 
being unable to bear the disgrace. 

“The reason for discharging Miss Ta- 
master was solely that stated. The girl's 
eharacter was above reproach. She was 
simply unfitted for the work. She was 
earnest, and wished to succeed, but she 
lacked the necessary education. | 

“Often Miss Lamaster borrowed med- 
ical books from me. She studied hard 
and rarely left the nurses’ home in the 
evenings. There was no question of her 
sincerity in her ambition to be a com- 
petent trained nurse. But however deep- 
ly we might regret the necessity of dis- 
charging her, we felt that we could not 
in justice to the patients, do otherwise.”’ 

After being told of the dismissal, Miss 
Lamaster left the hospital. still clad in 
the blue uniform and white apron and 
cap. worn by the nurses. She left the 
hospital at about 7 p. m. Friday. It was 
not. later than -7:10 p. m. when she 
reached the nurses’ home or dormitory. 
2811 Washington avenue, where she 
lived. 

Mrs. Mary Taylor, matron at the home 
was sitting on the front steps with sev- 
eral nurses when Miss Lamaster entered. 
She passed them without speaking, and 
went directly to her room.

In a few minutes Miss Lamaster 
emerged, wearing a white waist, dark 
blue skirt and gold belt. She walked 
to the corner of Leffingwell and 
Washington avenues, within plain 
view of those seated on the steps, and 
boarded the first westbound car that 
passed. The other nurses did not ob- 
serve the sign showing the destination 
of the car.

Last night Mrs. Stasier and Dollie 
Mayer, the fiancee, mingled their teara 
at the Stasier home, 3614 North Eleventh 
Street.

Stasier 
was 20 years old. His body was not re- 
covered. 

Stasier was one of a party of four 
who had planned the swimming trip 
Friday evening. The others were Fred- 
erick Mayer, 16 years old, a brother of 


his betrothed, and John and Peter 
ee 17 and 14 years old respect- 
ively. 

Stasier and the Struckheld boys went 
to the Mayer home at 5 o'clock where 
they were to meet Mayer. Miss Mayer 
called Stasier apart from the others and 
asked him not to go to the river. He 
laughed. 


Girl Had Premonition.

SAME FAITH ALL YEAR. 


Democrats Who Helped “Boss” 
Lorimer Must Stay in Re- 
publican Ranks, 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 11.—The new primary 
election law, weighed in the balance at 
the recent election, was found wanting 
in many respects. Even some of the 
political leaders who benefited by the 
ballots of the voters object to many of 
‘its provisions. 

The most serious objection, advanced 
by Democrats and Republicans alike, is 
not overthrow the 


domination of the political ‘‘boss.'’ In 


the opinion of its critics the law does 
not recognize the will of the people, and 
the test demonstrated the necessity for 
@ direct primary law. 

Revelation that many Democrats, 
particularly in the Lorimer district, had 
voted the Republican primary ticket, 
and that Republicans had voted the 
Democratic ticket, created consterna- 
tion in view of.the fact that it will re- 
sult: in serious party upheaval at the 
next primary. 

No Chance to Change. 

Under the new law Democrats who 
voted the Republican ticket Saturday 
cannot vote a Democratic ticket at the 
next primary. The same is true of Re- 
publicans who yoted the Democratic 
ticket. No man who declared himself 
can change his politics at primary elec- 
tions within a year. 

That thousands of voters, the major- 
ity of them Democrats, switched their 
politics Saturday, was demonstrated by 
the result. In the Lorimer district the 
Democratic vote was light and the Re- 
publican vote heavy. When these Dem- 
ocrats attempt to vote the Democratic 
ticket at the primary next spring they 
will be denied the right. 

In discussing the law Mayor Dunne 
and others pointed out this féature. The 
Mayor objects to the law because the 
independent voter has no chance at al! 
to vote at the primaries. 

D. J. McMahon, president of the Cook 
County Democracy, objects to the law 
chiefly because it does not do away 


with the party “boss.’’ 

‘The bosses still dictate,"’ said McMa- 
hon. “‘The test of the law demonstrated 
that the popular vote of the people does 
not decide anything, and in that re- 
spect the law is a failure. There can 
never be a fair primary until we have 
a direct primary law, and I believe that 
this law will not stand any great length 
of time.”’ 

F. W. Blocki, City Treasurer and cam- 

ign manager for Harry Gibbons, 

Yemocratic leader in the race for Sher- 

iff, also criticised the law. He nailed 
it to the mast of failure with a few 
vigorous blows, 


Drop Party Lines. 
“That law must and will be completely 
changed,” said Mr. Blocki, ‘There 


should be a law providing that the 
names of all candidates of all parties 
be printed on one ballot. Then the 
voter could do as he pleased. It would 
not destroy party lines, in my opinion, 
and would give the citizen a free chance 
to vote as he saw fit for the man he 
thought to be the best man for the 
office.”’ 

Mayor Dunne thought the law was a 
step in advance of any previous primary 
law, but he, too, believed that the free 
whl of the voter is throttled to some 


extent. 

“T like the idea of holding all the pri- 
maries on the same day,’ said the 
Mayor, “but I think that the primary 
vote should be binding on the delegates 
to the convention with respect to all 
offices. The other objection, in my 
opinion, is that the law does not give 
the independent voter any chance at the 

rimary. The independent voter should 
ese a chance to exercise his own free 
will at the polls. These changes will 
come, but, as the law stands, it is an 
improvement.”’ 

The failure of the law to provide 
for a secret ballot is its principal ob- 
jection,” said G. Charles Griffiths, Dem- 
ocratic nominee for County Superintend- 
ent of Schools. “I noticed many citi- 
gens would not vote when forced to de- 
clare their politics. This was especial- 
ly true of civil service employes.” 
“The majority of the Republican lead- 
ers like the law. Gov. Deneen was en- 
thusiastic about it before he left town 
for one The only amendment he 
Suggested was that a ae be added 
to restrain electioneering within 100 feet 
of the polis.

Judge Douglas Will Declare Or- 
dinance Governing Them 
Invalid. 





CITY OFFICERS NOTIFIED 





Mayor and Building Commis- 
sioner Informed of Pend- 
ing Decision. 





NEW LAW MAY BE ASKED 





Ordinance Which Was Form- 
erly Available Has Been 
Repealed. 





A sweeping decision in the form of an 
injunction, declaring void the city or- 
dinance regulating ieJl boards and leav- 
ing city officials without authority to 
act against the ‘“‘double-decker’’ boards 
which, fill the West End, will be handed 
down by Judge Douglas when the Cir- 
cuit Court convenes in September. 

City Counselor Bates and other par- 
ties vitally interested in the suit have 
been notified of the purport of the de- 
cision. It is said that an appeal to the 
Court of Appeals will be taken by the 
city as soon as the decision and opin- 
ion are filed by Judge Douglas. 

The specific case upon which Judge 
Douglas will rule, establishing a prece- 
dent, is the suit of the St. Lowls Gun- 
ning System against Mayor Wells, 
Building Commissioner Smith and Act- 
ing Chief of Police Gillaspy. Three 
months ago the suit was filed, asking 
that an injunction against the three of- 
ficials named restraining them from in- 
terfering with’ the St. Louis Gunning 
System in repair, reconstruction, re- 
modeling and erection of its billboards 
in St. Louis. 

The suit was assigned to Judge Doug- 
las’ court, and as he was not in the city 
at the time Judge McDonald was called 
in. Judge McDonald issued a temporary 
restraining order along the lines sought 
by the company, and also ordered the 
city officials to show cause why the 
injunction should not follow the tem- 
porary restraining order. 

Ordinance Was Repealed. 

The case "was argued before Judge 
Douglas June 6 and taken under ad- 
visement. The notification received yes- 
terday by City Counselor Bates and 
others interested was the first intima- 
tion of a decision. Judge Douglas’ court 
had adjourned for the summer, and the 
papers can not be filed until court con- 
venes. 

The section which is declared void is 
section 177 of the Municipal Code, passed 
by the Municipal Assembly April 7, 
1905. A former ordinance was repealed 
when the last one was passed, and is 
therefore, not now available. 

Not only can the bill posting com- 
panies do as they will in the matter of 
building and altering their boards, but 
there will be no provision as to the 
necessity of a permit. The ‘annual rev- 
enue from these permits from the St. 
Louls Gunning System alone has been 
estimated at $6000. These fees will be 
lost while the appeal is pending or while 
a new ordinance is being framed and 
passed. 

The ordinance passed a year ago 
last April, attacked by the St. Louis 
(sunning System in its fight for the 
injunction which will be granted by 
the decision of Judge Dweuglas, pro- 
hibited the erection of new billboards 
over 14 feet in height, thus putting a 
ban on the double-decker boards. It 
also prohibited the building of a 
board closer than 15 feet to the build- 
ing line. The last prohibition would 
prevent harm to a person on the side- 
walk in case a 14-foot board was 
blown down or fell. 

The ordinance also _ prohibited’ the 
altering, refacing or reconstructing

of old boards that 

with the above restrictions. It also 
fave the Building Commissioner the 
right to condemn and order the tear- 
ing down of unsafe hoards. 

James A. Smith, Building Commis- 
sioner, when seen at his residence, 
1413 Kuclid avenue, last night by a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, verified the 
statement that notification of the de- 
cision and its contents had been re- 
ceived by City Counselor Bates and 
others. 

“The decision comes as an awful 
blow,” said Smith. “Our hands are 
tied and we'll probably have to do as 
Chicago is doing under just such con- 
ditions.

Secretary Tells Banqueters 
How Republic Benefits by 
Our Friendship. 


MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay, Aug. 11.— 
The entertainments provided today for 
Elihu Root, the American Secretary of 


State, embraced an automobile excur- 
sion, a visit to the famous breeding 
Studs, a reception by the municipality, a 
banquet by President Ordonez, a gala 
performance at the theater and a pyro- 
technic display. Popular enthusiasm is 
great, and the visitors are being greet- 
ed everwhere by cheering crowds, 

At the Government House banquet Mr. 
Root was welcomed in a speech by Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs Romeu, who 
expressed the confident belief that the 
visit of the American Secretary of State 
would mutually benefit the relations be- 
tween the two countries. In reply Mr. 
Root said: 

“It is most gratifying from the lips 
of one of the masters of South Ameri- 
can diplomacy—one who knows the 
reality of international politics—so just 
an estimate of the attitude of my own 
country toward her South American 
sisters. 

“The great declaration of Monroe, 

yade in the infancy of Latin-American 
liberty, was an assertion to all the world 
of the competency of the Latin-Ameri- 
cans to govern themselves and their 
countries. That assertion my country 
has always maintained; and my pres- 
ence here is, in part, for the purpose of 
giving evidence of her belief that the 
truth of the assertion has been demon- 
Strated—that in the progressive devel- 
opment which attends the course of 
nations the peoples of South America 
have proved that their national tenden- 
cies and capacities are and will be on 
and ever on in the path of order and 
liberty.

“I am here to learn more 
to demonstrate our belief in the sub- 


stantial similarity of interests and 
sympathies of American self-governing 
republics. You have just indicated that 
there is nothing in the growing friend- 
ship between our countries which im- 
perils the interests of those countries 
ir. the old world, from which we have 
drawn our language. our tradition and 
the basis of our customs and our laws’ 

“T think it may safely be saiq that 
those nations which planted their fee- 
ble colonies on these shores and from 
which we have spread so widely have 
profited far more from the _ independ- 
ence of the American republics than 
they would have profited if their un- 
wise system of colonial government had 
been continued.

Complete Alibi Established for 
Man Named as Suspect 
hy Parents, 





DESMOND SAYS MURDER 





Regarded as Impossible for Lit- 
tle One to Have Drowned 
Herself, 


Although convinced that Baby 
Hazel Atkins, found dead in the Mis- 
sissippi river Thursday night, was 
murdered, Chief of Detectives Des- 
mond is at sea in determining the 


identity of the guilty person or in 
finding any motive for the crime. 

Detectives who were sent to North 
Venice yesterday afternoon to’ find a 
man whom Mr. and Mrs. Atkins said 
they suspected of the murder report- 
ed last night that their inquiry had 
developed a.complete alibi for the 
suspect. They learned from neigh- 
bors that the man whom the At- 
kinses accused was home during the 
whole of the night the crime was 
committed. 

That the child who was found on 
the edge of the Mississippi. river 
when it was supposed to be sleeping 
in its tent home 100 feet away was 
murdered there can be no doubt, 
since it has been shown that it woura 
have been a physical impossibility 
for the baby to have: reached the 
river without being carried there. 

The police also Taslare that there 
can be no doubt that the person who 
carried the baby to the river was fa- 
miliar with the locality, as there 
was a vicious dog on guard in front 
of the tent, and it would have been 
impossible for a stranger to have ap- 

roached within ‘sight without the 
dog barking. ‘The Atkinses declare 
that the dog made no sound Thurs- 
day night. 


Mother Seeks Vengeance. 


When confronted witn the state- 
ment of her husband that she had 


iven the baby medicine as late as 
0 o’clock Thursday night, Mrs. At- 
kins, who had all along maintained 
that she administered no medicine 
to the child after 8 o’clock, buried 
her head in her hands and said in a 
resigned sort of way: -“Oh, well, 
maybe I carried the baby down to 
the river while in a trance. If I 
gave the medicine at 10 o'clock, as 
my husband said I did, then I might 
have done other things without 
knowing it.’’ 

Mrs, Atkins was very dramatic while 
being questioned by Desmond. She de- 
clared that the man whom she suspect- 
ed of killing her baby would never live 
if she ever got her hands-on him. The 
reason she advanced for suspecting this 
man of murder did not satisfy Chief 
Desmond. There was no motive shown. 
The man whom Mrs. Atkins said she 
suspected had had a little trouble with 
her husband over some nets and threat- 
ened to ‘‘get even.’’ 

Chief Desmond is puzzled over the 
fact neither Mr. nor Mrs. Atkins said 
anything about a murder Friday when 
they reported the child's death to the 
Carondelet police. Both at that time de- 
clared that in their opinion the baby 
had wandered from the tent to the river 
by itself. 


Child Could Not Have Walked. 


When Detective Dooley went to the 
scene of the tragedy and after examin- 


ing the premises reported that it would 
have been impossible for the child to 
have alone reached the river bank from 
the tent, owing to the hilly condition of 
the ground, Mr. and Mrs. Atkins for 
the first time gave out the story that 
they suspected murder. 

Mrs. Atkins said nothing about giving 
the baby medicine until that fact was 
mentioned by two young men who spent 
Thursday night at the Atkins tent. 

Mrs. Atkins is 34. Atkins is her sec- 
ond husband. They were married in 
Portland, Ore., several years ago. She 
is divorced from her first husband. 

After being detained at the Four 
Courts all of yesterday the Atkinses 
were released last night after they had 
promised to appear at the Coroner's of- 
fice Monday morning.

PARIS, France, Aug. 11.—William J. 
Bryan arrived here today and learned 


for the first time from a Post-Dispatch 
correspondent of the Government's ac- 
tion in resuming the purchase of silver 
bullion for subsidiary coinage. His eyes 
lighted up and then he looked thought- 
ful, but he refused to make any com- 
ment or express his sentiments for pub- 
lication. 7 

The great commoner looks fatigued 
and there are black circles under his 
eyes. He explains this by his hard trav- 
eling of the last two weeks, and conse- 
quent loss of sleep. He declared he was 
feeling fit for anything and is looking 
forward to a return to his native coun- 
try with mingled feeling of anticipation 
and regret. 

“The time here has been all too 
short,’’ he said. ‘I have wished to stay 
one or two days longer in every city 
I have left. I have enjoyed getting into 
closer touch with many countries on 
this, which is really my first chance for 
an inside view of Europe. My past ex- 
perience amounted to a month or gs0 
only, but even this trip hasn*’t given me 
enough time. 

“IT have not tried to visit art galler- 
jes, but have spent my time gathering 
impressions of the cities and the peo- 
ple. I felt Rome deeply, and I was as- 
tonished at Naples at the ruin wrought 
by Vesuvius. It was terrible, terrible 
only to be compared with San Fran- 
cisco,”’ 

As on the silver purchase question, 
Mr. Bryan was careful, almost to the 
point of timidity in expressing himself 
on any political question. He arrived 
at the Hotel Continental accompanied 
by his wife and daughter, Col. Wetmore 
of St. Louis and Mr. and Mrs. M. F. 
Dunlap of Jacksonville, Ill, and their 
daughter. Several friends at the rail- 
road station gave the party a cordial 
greeting and on reaching his hotel Mr. 
Bryan found a huge stack of mail, in- 
cluding many invitations to dinner and 
sight-seeing excursions. 


Eludes Talking Politics. 

Two hours after his arrival, he gave 
a cordial greeting to a Post-Dispatch 
correspondent, but when politics was 
broached, he fenced adroitly and, with 
a winning smile, dodged several inter- 
esting questions. 

“I suppose I may assume your can- 
didacy?’’ was the first suggestion. 

“You may not,” was the smiling re- 
ply. 

“If you were induced to stand for the 
nomination, what should be the main 
platform of the party?” 

“Platforms depend on the circum- 
stances of the time,"’ replied Mr. Bryan. 
“There are two years yet to run.” 

“Your. position in polities is one of 
immense prominence,” said the cor- 
respondent, “What, in your opinion, 
should be the stand of the Democratic 
party at the present juncture?’

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“6-HOUR LAW 
DOESN'T APPLY 
10 THE CANAL 


Chairman Shonts Says Chinese 
Laborers Never Heard 
of It Anyway. 


HE REPLIES TO GOMPERS. 





Says Canal Must Be Dug, and 
Labor Is the First 
Requisite. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 11.—Chairman 
Shonts of the Panama Canal Commis- 
sion, replying to President Gompers of 
the American Federation of Labor, who 
charged Shonts with breaking faith and 
with violating the law by hiring Chi- 
nese laborers and by ignoring the eight- 
hour law, tonight gave out the follow- 
ing statement: 

“The eight-hour law does not apply 
to unskilled labor on the Isthmus of 
Panama. The entire present unskilled 
labor force is alien. We cannot secure 
this class of unskilled labor from the 
United States. It is t.@refore not seen 
why a law passed in the interest of 
American labor at hore should be made 
applicable to alien labor who probably 
never heard of its existence. 

‘“TIts-apnlication would have increased 
the labor cost of the canal several mil- 
lion dollars. Ahe American laborer in 
this country would have to pay his 
share of the consequent increased tax- 
ation without any competing benefit to 
himself. At the time of my interview 
with Mr. Gompers, in discussing the 
eight-hour law, aside from what,I have 
already said, I stated that my under- 
standing of the reason for the enact- 
ment of the eight-hour law in this coun- 
try was primarily to give to the highest 
type of labor in the world longer hours 
for mental recreation and improvement; 
but that with the lowest class of labor, 
as at Panama, it was more helpful and 
improving, more ‘in their interests and 
more an act of kindness than other- 
wise, to permit them to work 10 hours a 
day and nay them for it, because they 
are paid by the hour. 


Lawyer's Opinions. 


“As to the statement of Mr. Gom- 
pefs that the existing law excludes 
Chinese laborers and coolles from the 
United States or any of its posses- 
sions, and that the Panama Canal 
zone is an American possession, and 
it is as much a violation of the law 
to bring Chinese coolies there as it 
is in other portions of our country, I 
can only say that the commission has 
secured the opinion of the highest le- 
gal authorities of the Gavernment, It 
has been held that such law does not 
apply to the canal zone. The law ex- 
cluding Chinese from -the United 
States and itS possessions was passed 
in March, 1903, and specially set forth 
such laws should only be applicable 
to territory at that time, subject to 
the authorities of the United States. 
The canal zone was acquired, subse- 
quent to that date and Congress has 
not extended its provision s0.,aa@,to 
embrace the canal zone. “ee 

‘The canal must be dug and. the 
first requisite is to have labor to dig 
it. We do not bellfeve it wise or 
economical to depend only on the 
West Indian negroes. We cannot se- 
cure the unskilled labor tn sufficient 
volume from the United States, It is, 
therefore, not in competition ‘to our 
own labor and any agreement entered 
into will provide for the return of 
Chinese direct to China upon thé com- 
pletion of service on the cana) work. 

“In conversation with Mr. Gompers, 
the well Known views of Mr. Shonts 
as to labor on the isthmus, both with 
respect to the possibility of the fu- 
ture employment of Chinese and oth- 
erwise, were practically ‘set: forth as 
above, and any contrary und@erstand- 
ing must have been due to asxsmisap- 
prehension of his position.”

It was about 
1 a. m. when she reached the home of 
Mrs. Louisa Assmann, 914 North 
leonard avenue, whom she was wont 
to address as “ma.” 

Man Brought Her Home. 

A young man accompanied Miss La- 
master to the Assmann home, and 
she thanked him at the door for his 
kindness to her. He departed with- 
out giving his name and was not recog- 
A a by those within. As Miss La- 
master was alone when she ieft the 
street car, it is the supposition of 
the police that this young man was 
simply a Good Samaritan who met 
the girl and assisted her to the house. 
She was suffering great agony from 
the corrosive drug. 

Mrs. Assmann summoned Dr. W. H. 
Becker of 4743 Labadie avenue at Miss 
Lamaster’s request... Dr. Becker is a 
friend of the Lamaster family, and once 
treated one of the family. He was well 
acquainted with Rose Lamaster, but had 
never been socially attentive to her. 

It was nearly 2 a. m. when Dr. Becker 
reached the house. Miss E. Gray, head 
nurse at the hospital, tnd two other 
physicians were also summoned by tel- 
ephone. 

Mrs. Assmann aska@ the girl why she 
had come there.

Suicide, Says a Nurse. 

Miss Eleonora Gray, superintendent of 
nurses of the Washington University

“She cared little about men and sel- 
dom went out in the evening,’’ said Miss 
Gray to a _ Post-Dispatch reporter. 
“Only three late passes were issued 
to her .in the nine months that 
she was a nurse in the training school, 
and then she went out in company with 
Other nurses.”’ 

As Miss Gray had left the Coroner's 
office before the verdict was read, she 
was asked if she had heard the Cor- 
Oner’s opinion that Miss Lamaster com- 
mitted suicide. 

“I know that he thinks so,”’ said Miss 
Gray. ‘‘and he is right. She did commit 
suicide. She did it on !mpulse. She was 
not given to discouragement, but she 
was impulsive.” 

Miss Gray said it was “absurd” that 
the names of medical students of the 
university should be connected with 
Miss Iamaster’s death. 

“She knew some Washington Univer- 
sity medical students. She could scarce- 
ly help knowing them in her work, but 
I know that she cared for none of them 
in particular.’’ 

“Mrs. Assmann, in whose home Miss 
Lamaster.died, was not “intimately ac- 
quainted with her. When I went there 
Mrs. Assmann asked me to tell her Miss 
Lamaster’s last name.”’ 

Miss Millie Assmann, daughter of Mrs. 
Assmann, said: ‘““Miss Lamaster knew 
few persons in St. Louls, no young men 
except those she met at school. She 
sometimes talked of them, but I cannot 
remember their names.”

this case is the way I was taught to 
diagonise a malady—by process of elimi- 
nation. In this way we arrive at the 
conclusion that, as there was no motive 
for murder and there is one for suicide, 
she must have caused her own: death. 

“It was evident that she knew she 
was poisoned. From her deliberate in- 
difference, it is evident she cared little 
whether she died or not. When ques- 
tioned as to what kind of pofson she 
had taken, asked whether it was corro- 
sive sublimate or arsenic—it being known 
it Was a corrosive poison—she admitted 
that it was arsenic. If she had heen 
‘doped’ she would not have known what 
kind it was. 

“Again, in ‘doping’ a person with 
‘knock-out-drops,’ arsenic would not be 
used, as it would kill and not render 
merely unconscious. The latter result 
would be desired by any person using 
that method. 

‘Again, when questioned by Dr. Beck- 
er she lifted her hands above her npead 
and cried: 

‘*'T don't want to live.’ 

“As to the motive. There are none for 
murder, Her death would have bene- 
fitted no one. As for suicide, there is a 
palpable one—melancholy over the loss 
of her position and disappointment to 
her ambition to become a trained nurse. 
She had had a touch of city life and 
was afraid she would have to go back 
into the country. Brooding over this, I 
think. brought on a fit of tnaanity. 

“I think I have even accounted for 
her manner of getting the poison. When 
she dressed for work at the hospital 
Thursday, after being discharged, she 
thought her persistence would recom- 
mend her to the superintendent. 

Got Potson in Hoapital. 

“When told a second time to go.. she 
lost heart, and taking advantage of the 
liberty accorded to her dress, procured 
the arsenic in the laboratory. 

“She complained to Mrs. Assmann of 
receiving bad treatment at the hands 
of the nurses, showing that she was 
then under the impression that nobody 
cared for her. 

“If she had been poisoned, she would 
have gone to the hospital at 2811 Wash- 
ington avenue, which was nearer to 914 
Leonard avenue. During the hour and 
a half unaccounted for, I think, she was 
sitting down near the Assmann home 
waiting for the poison to do its work. 
She probably cried out in her pain and 
attracted the young man who took her 
home. In all likelihood he merely acted 
a charitable part and was in no way 
to blame.”

SAN MARINO. Aug. 11.—Locksmiths 


are forbidden to sell latchkeys to young 
men in this, the smallest republic on 
earth, and, it is claimed, the oldest 
among states—more than a thousand 
years of age. 

Nobody is permitted to play a game 
of chance in public or in private. This 
latter regulation is a silent rebuke to 
Monaco, the smallest of principalities. 
Though Monte Carlo is 250 miles away 
to the west as the crow flies, the echo 
of the unrestrained gambling there is 
heard here. This tiny republic is very 
proud of resisted numerous temptations 
in the way of rich offers for gaming 
concessions, 

Yet Monaco, with a permanent popula 
tion of 16,000, has more than a million 
Visitors every year, while San Marino, 
wholly inclosed by the kingdom of Italy, 

only nine miles from Rimani and 60 
from Florence, has few or none. 


Fines are prescribed here for doctors, 
chemists or blood-letters who reveal 
professional secrets, disturbers of Ro- 
man Catholic services (but not those of 
heretics), and for ‘usurpation of pub- 
lic esteem’’ by assuming titles. 


More of Ancient Laws. 


Imprisonment for from one to three 
months is imposed for profanely using 
the name of the Deity, of the Holy Vir- 
gin or cursing the founder of the re- 
public. 

To write or speak in favor of dissolv- 
ing the council is punishable by 10 
years’ penal servitude. 

Special licenses are required for grow- 
ing tobacco, keeping she goats, going 
up in balloons or climbing the town 
walls. 

A dozen republics 
Marino could be put in 
without crowding. 

The capital. the village of San 
Marino, is perched on a sheer rock more 
than 2000 feet above the sea level and 
the four or five other villages are built 
on the craggy sides of the mountain. 
All told, there are some 11,000 people. 

One part of the town is wholly taken 
up by the residences of the nobles, the 
remainder of the capital being relegated 
to the burgesses and peasants. The 
principal public building is the Govern- 
ment palace, which contains the throne 
of the captains-regent, and among 
other pictures, a portrait of George 
Washington with the inscription: 

“In honor of the founder of the great- 
est of republics, this portrait was do- 
nated by the citizens of the oldest of 
republics."’ 

Not the least interesting sight In San 
Marino is to see the nationary army on 
parade. The entire army consists of 124 
men. Some of the uniforms, with cocked 
hats and plumes, are magnificent and 
every man struts about with as fero- 
cious and self-satisfied an expression 
as any Prussian veteran. Honorary 
rank in this army with the right to 
wear the unfform ts as easily obtained 
as are titles of nobility. 

Various titles of robility are conferred 
by the Government of the republic. A 
few American citizens have been given 
“handles’’ to their names by the repub- 
lic, among them being a dentist. 


Nobles Hold Great Power. 


The spirit of caste and other most un- 
democratic traditions prevail. The ex- 
ecutive power is in the hands of two 
captains-regent, electegd in April and Oc- 
tober by the Council of 60; one of them 
must always be a nobleman and the 
other a burgess—a plain citizen. 

All legislative power is vested in the 
council of 60, which governs the State in 
truly paternal style. This council of 60 
is composed of 24 nobles, 20 burgesses 
and 3% countrymen or peasants. hen- 
ever a vacancy is caused by death, the 
remaining councilors elect a successor. 

When the history of the movement 
for national unity In Italy during the 
Nineteenth Century is considered, the 
existence today of San Marino as an 
independent Republic is little short of 
marvelous. Small wonder that the su- 
perstitious Italians should look upon the 
Survival of this oldest and smallest of 
renublics as a miracle.

LONDON, Aug. 11.—English court cir- 
cles have reason to be grateful that they 
do not often have royal visitors with 
the energy of King Alfonso of Spain. 

During the fortnight he and his Queen 
have been at Cowes he has proved to be 
the biggest handful his hosts have had 
for a long time. 

In the first place, the visit is a dis- 
tinct violation of regal etiquette, as it 
is most unusual for a néwly wedded 
sovereign to leave his own dominions 
for a year after marriage. But Alfonso 
has a strong liking for England, and 
the English court, and this, coupled with 
the natural desire of his young Queen 
to be once more among her own rela- 
tives, decided His Majesty to set con- 
ventions at defiance. 

Since his arrival at Cowes the King 
has not lost a moment's time tn extract- 
ing the last particle of enjoyment which 
the famous yachting festival affords. 
The royal hos{#and the state function- 
hard work to keep pace 
with his inexhaustible activity. 


Rising at an unheard of early hour. he 
is off for a swim long before the other 
royalties thought of stirring; then back 
to attend to state affairs, which he in- 
sists in polishing off before breakfast. 
This finished, he is ready for the day, 
and the more that can be crammed into 
it the better he is pleased. Ofter. not 
content to abide by the arranged pro- 
gram, he sets off on his own account on 
some expedition without escort of any 
kind, to the terror of the officials, who 
have painful memeories of the coronation 
day outrage still fresh in their minds. 
To all remonstrances Alfonso replies 
with a hearty boyish laugh. for it is 
clear that he revels in unconvention- 
ality. 

All Cowes is laughing at one of his 
jokes this week. 

The leading Spanish functionaryv here 
was remonstrating with him against 
some prank. and finding the youthful 
monarch inclined to argue the case, the 
official mentor said: ‘‘But when you are 
at Cowes you must do as Cowes does.”’ 

Whereupon His Majesty immediately 
began to ‘‘moo’ like a cow. 

His open manner {is winning all hearts, 
to quote Queen Victoria herself. 

He is quite in love with the Dowager 
(Consuelo) Duchess of Manchester. Her 
piano playing enchants him. The night 
the royal couple dined with her he 
begged her again and again to keep on 
playing. As long as she did so the King 
and the Queen sat on elther side of her. 
both applauding delightfully at the end 
of each piece. Finally the King took a 
couple of pieces of music which the 
Duchess had played during the evening, 
“For my little Queen to learn.’ He 
folded them into the smallest compass, 
and stuffed them in a coat pocket. 

This dinner was the gayest of the 
week. 

King Alfonso kept the party in fits of 
laughter, and after dinner tried his hand 
at several conjuring tricks. 

When the King took his departure, he 
kissed the Duchess’ hand in the most 
gallant manner and thanked her for 
“the most enjoyable evening’’ he had 
spent on the island. 

The Duchess looked particularly hand- 
some, all in black, with black and dia- 
mond ornament in her hair and two 
ropes of large pearls around her neck.

OF BOY SMOKERS 
ALARMS ENGLAND: 





House of Lords Committee 
Drafts Stringent Law 
Against Cigarettes. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch and 
New York World. 

LONDON, Aug. 11.—The committee ap- 
pointed by the House of Lords to draft 
laws to suppress the use of tobacco 
among boys under 16 years of age ex- 
amined two bills, one proposed by Lord 
Reay and one by Sir Ralph Littler. Sir 
Littler’s bill provides: 

Persons selling cigarettes to children under 
16 to be Hable to a penaity of not exceeding 
$10 for the first offense and $125 for any sub- 
sequent offense. 

Licensee not to be prevented from employing 
a member of his family, servant, or apprentice 
to manufacture or as a messenger to del.ver 
cigarettes. 

Children 
cigarettes or 


under 16 found In possession of 
sinoking tobacco in any form to 
be liable to a penaltr not exceeding $10 for 
each offense and to be subject to the pro- 
visions of the Youthful Offenders Act. 

The word cigarette to include cigarette pa 
pers wrappers, cigars, cheroo.s am to- 
bacco. : 

While the committee favors the bill 
as proposed by Sir Lettler, they think 
that the following provisions should be 
added: 

Police should 
youths apparently 
any public place. 
lowed to confiscate any 
them, 

Loeal authorities should be allowed to ex- 
tend some of these powers to parkkeepers. 
schoolmasters, and others by means of by- 
laws, while similar powers might also be given 
to railway and dock companies on their own 
premises. 

Some provision should exempt children who 
ft genuinely employed by their fathers to 
fetch tobaeco for them. 

The Act should apply to all children appar- 
ently under the age of 16, 

The committee intends to present the 
bill to Parliament next fall and urge 
quick action. They argue that this is 
necessary, as tobacco consumption 
among children is increasing at an 
alarming rate.

“SAVE CHILDREN 
FROM MOTHERS,” 
PROFESSOR URGES 





German Theoerist Advocates 
Factory-Raised Youngsters 
Makes Best Citizens. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch and 
New York World. 

BERLIN, Aug. 11.—The German press 
is discussing the question as to whether 
it is better for the community that 
mothers should rear their own children 
or the youngsters should be brought up 
by an institution in which experienced 
and educated teachers and nurses should 
be employed. While many of the papers 
are for the present system of each moth- 
er raising her own children, some take 
another view. The opposition to the 
present system of taking care of chil- 
dren is lead by Dr. Hayem, who says 
children are sickly because they are 
over-cured for under the present sys- 
tem. : 

“The majority of children,’’ says Dr. 
Hayem, ‘“‘are suffering from tuberculo- 
sis and other diseases. his is due to 
the present mode of caring for children. 
A mother, as a rule, does not allow her 
children to play hard. As soon as the 
children begin to run and lift and jump, 
she keeps them from doing so. Thereby 
she teaches them to be sluggish and this 
interferes with the healthy growth of 
the child. 

“Tf nurses take care of children, the 
youngsters are not spoiled by over-at- 
tention and are not taught to live lazy 
lives. They follow their impulses in their 
play and this doés them good. 

‘‘Mothers spoil children by dressing 
them in the heaviest clothes in winter 
and lightest in summer. This results in 
colds, as soon as there is the slightest 
change of weather. 

“A child reared away from its mother 
is more self-reliant. It must find for it- 
self what is good and what its bad. It 
gets to know what will injure health 
and what will benefit. It learns to over- 
come obstacles and how to behave with 
others. 

“The child reared among strangers is 
in the school of life from his earliest in- 
fancy. This way it learns in the begin- 
ning of life things that will benefit later. 
It acquires a social education which it 
would not otherwise have and which is 
absolutely necessary to every one living 
as a social being.”’

SAN MARINO. Aug. 11.~—Locksmiths 


are forbidden to sell latchkeys to young 
men in this, the smallest republic on 
earth, and, it is claimed, the oldest 
among states—more than a thousand 
years of age. 

Nobody is permitted to play a game 
of chance in public or in private. This 
latter regulation is a silent rebuke to 
Monaco, the smallest of principalities, 
Though Monte Carlo is 250 miles away 
to the west as the crow flies. the echo 
of the unrestrained gambling there is 
heard here. This tiny republic is very 
proud of resisted numerous temptations 
in the way of rich offers for gaming 
concessions, 

Yet Monaco, with a permanent popula 
tion of 16,000, has more than a million 
visitors every year, while San Marino, 
wholly inclosed by the kingdom of Italy, 
only nine miles from Rimani and 60 
from Florence, has few or none. 


Fines are prescribed here for doctors, 
chemists or blood-letters who reveal 
professional secrets, disturbers of Ro- 
man Catholic services (but not those of 
heretics), and for ‘‘usurpation of pub- 
lic esteem’ by assuming titles. 

More of Ancient Laws. 

Imprisonment for from one to three 
months is imposed for profanely using 
the name of the Deity, of the Holy Vir- 
gin or cursing the founder of the re- 
public. 

To write or speak in favor of dissolv- 
ing the council is punishable by 10 
vears’ penal servitude. 

Special licenses are required for grow- 
ing tobacco, keeping she goats, going 
up in balloons or climbing the town 
walls. 

A dozen republics 
Marino could be put in 
without crowding. 

The capital. the village of San 
Marino, ts perched on a sheer rock more 
than 2000 feet above the sea level and 
the four or five other villages are built 
on the craggy sides of the mountain. 
All told, there are some 11,000 people. 

One part of the town is wholly taken 
up by the residences of the nobles, the 
remainder of the capital being relegated 
to the burgesses and peasants. The 
principal public building is the Govern- 
ment palace, which contains the throne 
of the captains-regent, and among 
other pictures, a portrait of George 
Washington with the inscription: 

“In honor of the founder of the great- 
est of republics, this portrait was do- 
nated by the citizens of the oldest of 
republics."’ 

Not the least interesting sight In San 
Marino is to see the nationary army on 
parade. The entire army consists of 124 
men. Some of the uniforms, with cocked 
hats and plumes, are magnificent and 
every man atruts about with as fero- 
clous and self-satisfied an expression 
as any Prussian veteran. Honorary 
rank in this army with the right to 
wear the uniform {fs as easily obtained 
as are titles of nobility.

A 


few American citizens have been given 
“handles” to their names by the repub- 
lic, among them being a dentist. 


Nobles Hold Great Power. 


The spirit of caste and other most un- 
democratic traditions prevail. The ex- 
ecutive power is in the hands of two 
captains-regent, electeq in April and Oc- 
tober by the Counell of 60; one of them 
must always be a nobleman and the 
other a burgess-—a plain citizen. 

All legislative power is vested in the 
council of 60, which governs the State in 
truly paternal style. This council of #0 
is composed of 24 nobles, 20 burgesses 
and 3% countrymen or peasants. hen- 
ever a vacancy is caused by death, the 
remaining councilors elect a successor. 

When the history of the movement 
for national unity In Italy during the 
Nineteenth Century is considered, the 
existence today of San Marino as an 
independent Republic is little short of 
marvelous. Small wonder that the su- 
perstitious Italians should look upon the 
survival of this oldest and smallest of 
reoublics as a miracle. 

But, explain it as one may, by a mira- 
cle or otherwise, this strange freak of 

m remains in this year grace, 1906, 
a close oligarchy with medieval laws 
and constitution. 

San Marino was founded about the 
middie of the Third Century by a Dal- 
mat named Marinus. Lit- 

is known concernin the 
republic's history us to , the 
date of the first authentic document re- 
lating to the town of San Marino. 

In 1797, Bonaparte, with unusual mag- 
nanimity, refrained from annexing ‘‘cet 
echantillon de republique”’ (that sam- 
ple of a republic). Napoleon probably 
was unaware of the aristocratic nature 
of the oligarchy, which then ruled and 
still rules the republic.

Since his arrival at Cowes the King 
has not lost a moment’s time in extract- 
ing the last particle of enjoyment which 
the famous yachting festival affords, 
The royal hos pand the state function- 
aries have ha@hard work to keep pace 
with his inexhaustible activity. 


Rising at an unheard of early hour, he 
is off for a swim long before the other 
royalties thought of stirring; then back 
to attend to state affairs, which he in- 
sists in polishing off before breakfast. 
This finished, he is ready for the day, 
and the more that can be crammed into 
it the better he is pleased. Ofter. not 
content to abide by the arranged pro- 
gram, he sets off on his own account on 
some expedition without escort of any 
kind, to the terror of the officials, who 
have painful memeorties of the coronation 
day outrage still fresh In their minds. 
To all remonstrances Alfonso _ replies 
with a hearty boyish laugh. for it is 
clear that he revels in unconvention- 
ality. 

All Cowes Is laughing at one of his 
jokes this week. 

The leading Spanish functionary here 
was remonstrating with him against 
some prank, and finding the youthful 
monarch inclined to argue the case, the 
official mentor said: ‘‘But when you are 
at Cowes you must do as Cowes does.”’ 

Whereupon His Majesty immediately 
began to ‘‘moo’ like a cow. 

His open manner is winning all hearts, 
to quote Queen Victoria herself. 

He is quite in love with the Dowager 
(Consuelo) Duchess of Manchester. Her 
piano playing enchants him. The night 
the royal couple dined with her he 
begged her again and again to keep on 
playing. As long as she did so the King 
and the Queen sat on elther side of her, 
both applauding deliehtfully at the end 
of each piece. Finally the King took a 
couple of pieces of music which the 
Duchess had played during the evening. 
“For my little Queen to learn.’ He 
folded them into the smallest compass, 
and stuffed them in a coat pocket. 

This dinner was the gayest of the 
week. 

King Alfonso kept the party in fits of 
laughter, and after dinner tried his hand 
at several conjuring tricks. 

When the King took his departure, he 

kissed the Duchess’ hand in the most 
gallant manner and thanked her for 
‘the most enjoyable evening’’ he had 
spent on the island.

House of Lords Committee 
Drafts Stringent Law 
Against Cigarettes.

LONDON, Aug. 114-The committee ap- 
pointed by the House of Lords to draft 
suppress the use of tobacco 
among boys under 16 years of age ex- 
amined two bills, one proposed by Lord 
Reay and one by Sir Ralph Littler. Sir 
Littler’s bill provides: 

Persons selling cigarettes to children under 
16 to be Hable to a penalty of not exceeding 
£10 for the first offense and $125 for any sub- 
sequent offense. 

Licensee not to be prevented from employing 
a member of his family. servant, or apprentice 
to mawufacture or as a messenger to del.ver 
cigarettes, 

Children under 16 found in possession of 
cigarettes or sinoking tobacco in any form to 
be liable to a penaltr not exceeding $10 for 
eech offense and to be subject to the pro- 
visions of the Youthful Offenders Act. 

The word cigarette to Include cigarette pa- 
pers or wrappers, cigars, cheroo\s amd to- 
bacco. 

While the committee favors the bill 
as proposed by Sir Lettler, they think 
that the following provisions should be 
added: 

Police should be empowered to stop all 
youths apparently under 16 seen smoking in 
any public place. and they shou'd also be al- 
lowed to confiscate any tobacco found upou 
them,

authorities should be allowed to ex- 
tend some of these powers to parkkeepers., 
schoolmasters, and others by means of by- 
laws, while similar powers might also be given 
to railway amd dock companies on their own 
premises. 

Some provision should exempt children who 
are genuinely employed by their fathers to 
fetch tobacco for them. 

The Act should apply to all children appar- 
ently under the age of 16, 

The committee intends to present the 
bitl to Parliament next fall and urge 
quick action. They argue that this is 
necessary, as tobacco consumption 
among children is increasing at an 
alarming rate.

PROFESSOR URGES 





German Theerist Advocates 
Factory-Raised Youngsters 
Makes Best Citizens. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch and 
New York World. 

BERLIN, Aug. 11.—The German press 
is discussing the question as to whether 
it is better for the community that 
mothers should rear their own children 
or the youngsters should be brought up 
by an institution in which experienced 
and educated teachers and nurses should 
be employed. While many of the papers 
are for the present system of each moth- 
er raising her own children, some take 
another view. The opposition to the 
present system of taking care of chil- 


dren is lead by Dr. Hayem, who says 
children are sickly because they are 
over-cured for under the present sys- 
tem. 

“The majority of children,’’ says Dr. 
Hayem, ‘are suffering from tuberculo- 
This is due to 
the present mode of caring for children. 
A mother, as a rule, does not allow her 
children to play hard. As soon as the 
children begin to ran and lift and jump, 
she keeps them from doing so. Thereby 
she teaches them to be sluggish and this 
interferes with the healthy growth of 
the child. 

‘Tf nurses take care of children, the 
youngsters are not spoiled by over-at- 
tention and are not taught to live lazy 
lives. They follow their impulses in their 
play and this does them good. 

‘Mothers spoil children by dressing 
them in the heaviest clothes in winter 
and lightest in summer. This results in 
colds, as soon as there is the slightest 
change of weather. 

“A child reared away from its mother 
is more self-reliant. It must find for it- 
self what is good and what is bad. It 
gets to know what will injure health 
and what will benefit. It learns to over- 
come obstacles and how to behave with 
others. 

“The child reared among strangers is 
in the school of life from his earliest in- 
fancy. This way it learns in the begin- 
ning of life things that will benefit later. 
It acquires a social education which it 
would not otherwise have and which is 
absolutely necessary to every one living 
as a social being.”’

PARIS, Aug. 11.—That three of the 
emperors of Europe, The Kaiser, Fran- 
cis Joseph and the Caar, recently 
Planned a kind of mutual insurance 


company for protection against revolu- 
tiouists and resulting loss should Po- 
land be made independent again 
through the activity of revolutionists, is 
asserted by Alexander Ular, reputed to 

the best informed political writer in 
Burope, who knows the political situa- 
tion and tactics of Russia and of most 
other States in Europe, has in the past 
20 years correctly predicted many po- 
litical moves. In discussing this ques- 
tion Ular writes: 

“No one need doubt to-day that the 
writ of Emperor William to Francis 
Joseph was a political affair of utmost 
importance, On that occasion the two 
emperors, who never give any account 
to their respective peoples of their ex- 
ternal policies, discussed one of the 
gravest questions which concerns Euro- 

an peace. The chief question was 
the then situation in Russia. Both em- 
perors sought means to serve the Rus- 
sion autocracy from the hands of the 
revolutionists. 

“The Kaiser's interest is that demo- 
cratic ideas should not be developed in 
the eastern part of his empire, because 
such democracy allied with one in 
France would be an everlasting menace 
to the military and autotirarian re- 
gime of which he is the head. If he 
could aid thé Czar to maintain his au- 
thority, the Kaiser would gain such in- 
fluence in Russia that it would enable 
him to finally break the alliance be- 
tween France and Russia. 


Poles Menace All Empires. 


“But this is not the argument on 
which Emperor William based his plea 
for an alliance between Francis Joseph, 
the Czar and himself. He represented 


that such an alliance would be a kind 
of mutual insurance against revolution- 
ists and socialists. He also made an 
issue of the Polish question. If Russia 
would be recognized under a different 
regime, the Kaiser argued, Poland 
would be made autonomous, This would 
lead the Poles now under other flags 
to revolt and ask for autonomy, or it 
might even happen that the Poles would 
endeavor to form an independent state. 
“In addition, the German Emperor set 
forth the possibilities of revolution in 
countries now quiet. An alliance, like 
the one he propos@d, would be a pre- 
ventive of the success for such revolu- 
tions. To do this more successfully the 
Kaiser argued that the suppression of 
the revolutionists in Russia would be 
most effective and would prevent the 
Poles under the German and Austrian 
dominion from making attempts for in- 
dependence. 
“Austria does not fear the Poles, how- 
ever, as they have never complained, 
and the Emperor of Germany had to 
take refuge in more personal arguments. 
It is well known that Russia helped put 
down the Hungarian revolt in _ 1849, 
fhich restored the kingdom to Francis 
oseph. It was then that the Czar Nich- 
“olas did what the Kaiser wants to do 
now: Nicholas I feared that the suc- 
cess of democracy in Hungary would 
ure the Russian autocracy and he 
helped put down the revolt. The cir- 
cumstances are the same now, and the 
Kaiser insisted that Emperor Francis 
Joseph owes it as a debt of honor to 
the Czar to form the alliance and save 
the dynasty. 
Alliance Is Assured. 


“It is believed such an alliance will 
send troops to Poland, if attempts for 
independence are made there. The Kai- 
ger is very much interested in_ this 
‘holy alliance,’ as he hopes thereby to 
gain an entrance into the Baltic pro- 


vVinces, which the Prussians have al- 
Ways tried to annex. These provinces, 
being essentially German, have always 
been the moet of Germany’s home ex- 
pansion p 

“If the = ee succeeds in saving 
the Romanoff dynasty. the Czar will 
feel that he owes a recompense to the 
“savior’ in Berlin and he will give him 
the Baltic provinces. This is what the 
Kaiser thinks. Should the alliance not 

succeed in saving the Czar, then the 
Kaiser will probably interfere in order 
to ‘protect’ the Germans in Russia and 
annex these provinces. In turning

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Rebels Expect Then to Have 
Well-Equipped Army, 
60,000 Strong.

Revolutionists Plan Capture of 
Fortress of Saints Peter 
and Paul.

ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 11.—Although 
On the surface revolutionary agitation 
seems to have subsided during the 


week, the rebel leaders are sanguine 
that the great popular uprising will not 
be delayed long. 

It is known that the Red Guard, the 
armed and fighting body of Finnish So- 
cialists, is making dynamite granades 
with feverish haste. 

Arms are being smuggled into Finland 
constantly and the leaders calculate that 
within a month there will be in Finland 
a rebel army 60,000 strong and well 
equipped. Only blind men can truly 
deny that the revolutionary spirit is 
spreading among the troops in St. Pe- 
tersburg, and rebel leaders now declare 
they can count on a majority of the 
men who form the last wall behind 
which autocracy stands. 

The revolutionists’ plan is to seize first 
the great fortress of St. Peter and St. 
Paul here. 

‘We will capture the fortress of St. 
St. Peter and St. Paul,” said a revolu- 
tionist, whose work has been among the 
soldiers, “and with the fall of that pile, 
where so many crimes have been com- 
mitted against liberty, will come the 
fall of the Romanoff dynasty. But I 
fear the resulting anarchy will destroy 
many good men and we will see here a 
repetition of the bloody scenes in the 
French Revolution.” 

Extraordinary stories about the Czar 
continue to be circulated. His uncle, 
Grand Duke Vladimir, infuriated by a 
new demonstration of the Czar’s liberal 
tendencies, is said to have exclaimed, 
in the presence of 100 persons, ‘‘Would 
to Heaven, Nicholas were in hades.”’ 
The Czar is nearly prostrated nervous- 
ly, those near him declare. , Frequently 
he awakes from sleep and in the middle

WAS LANTERN CLEANER 
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Switchmen, His Helpers in Life, 
Had Paid His Funeral 
Expenses, 


While clearing out a switch shanty 
in the Illinois Central Railroad yards, 
East St. Louis, formerly occupied by 
William Lynn, who died supposedly 
penniless after living in squaior for 
several years, it was discovered that 
he had $1400 deposited in a bank and 
a paid-up life insurance policy for 
$2500. His belongings have been 
turned over.to William Bennett, g2-n- 
eral yardmaster of the Illinois Cene- 
tral, who is awaiting a claimant. 

Lynn was 60 years old and had oc- 
cupied the switch shanty for years, 
living by the small contributions of 
friendly switchmen. In return he 
cleaned their lanterns and did other 
chores. Not long ago he became sick. 
The switehmen had him taken to St. 
Mary’s Hospital, where he died last 
Thursday. He was buried Thursday 
in St. Henry’s Cemetery, the funeral 
bill being paid by a collection taken 
up among the switchmen. 

He had no family or relatives in 
East St. Louis. He had been heard to 
speak of relatives in Lexington, Ky., 
but he never told what the relation- 
ship was. In his final sickness he did 
not speak of relatives or say any- 
thing of hidden money or insurance.

No other papers 
of value were found, and no note or 
memorandum to reveal the where- 
abouts of his relatives. 

Twenty-five years ago Lynn was an 
engineer on what is now the Balti- 
more & Ohio Southwestern. He was 
afterward made general yardmaster 
for the road at Cairo. He became 
dissatisfied there and came to Fast 
St. Louis, where he went to work as 
a switchman, and later as engine 
foreman. During late years he has 
not heen employed, but seemed _ to 
find it impossible to leave the haunts 
of his old railroad experiences,

CINCINNATI, Aug. 11.—Mrs. Althea 
Kleintank, a middle-aged negress, re- 
cently shocked the literary folk general- 
ly by applying formally in the Probate 
Court here to have her marriage record 
restored, showing that she was the law- 
ful wife of Lafcadio Hearn, the gifted 
@uthor, who died a couple of years ago 
in Japan. She alleged that the record 
had been destroyed at the time so many 
valuable records of county offices were 
burned up when the mob destroyed the 
Courthouse, some 22 years ago. 

To the few remaining persons of this 

_ city who knew Hearn well during his 
brilliant but eccentric career here as a 
newspaper man, the claim of the negro 
woman did not come so much in the na- 
ture of a shock. 

Gifted, poetic, many-sided though he 
Was as an author and newspaper plod- 
der even, he had so many downrigh? 
queer traits that there was no keeping 
track of them, and those who knew 
hiin best refrained from following too 
closely his bent at all times. There was 
always the possibility of encountering 
something unpleasant, or at least too 
abruptly out of the ordinary, in follow- 
ing the everyday wanderings of his 
master tmnind but weakling body. 


Reticent About Details. 


A correspondent of the Post-Dispatch 
called on Mrs. Kleintank, the alleged 
widow of the distinguished man of let- 
ters. She lives in a flat of four rooms 
on the second floor of a three-story 
dwelling in Kenyon avenue, in a neigh- 
borhood that is respectable in appear- 
ance, and in the general character of Its 
denizens, only a small proportion of 
whom are negroes.

Lafeadio Hearn was a unique figure 
in literature. He was a dreamer. who 
could translate his dreams into purest 
English, and his viewpoints as well as 


his dreams were always original and 
charming. 

He was born in Leucadia, Ionian Is- 
lands, in 1850. His father’ was surgeon 
of an Irish regiment and his mother a 
Greek. He was a small, dark, timid 
man, not unlike the Japanese among 
whom he later lived. He married a 
Japanese woman and had one child. 

His first American work was done on 
a Cincinnati newspaper. It was then 
that his work was first recognized for 
ite charmingly pure yet strenuous En- 
gliish. He tdealized everything. From 
Cincinnati he drifted to New Orleans, 
where his creole sketches attracted s0 
much attention that he was sent to the 
West Indies, from where he wrote a 
charming series of pen pictures. 

About this time he wrote the novel- 
ette “Chita,” which met with great suc- 
cess, 

In 1899 Hlearn went to Japan, where 
he traveled over the country, adopted 
the national costume and became a 
naturalized Japanese under the name of 
Yakumo Koizumi and learned the lan- 
uage.

Muzzle Velocity Greater Than 
any Projectile Now in 
Military Use.

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Aug. 11.— 
Karthworks and trees will be slight 
protection to soldiery arrayed against 
the United States Army when the in- 
fantry is equipped with the new bul- 
let which has been undergoing tests 
at the Ordnance Department of the 
United States Armory in this city. 
The bullet, which searcely is an inch 
in length and is incased in a jacket 
of nickel steel, will be nearly a third 
lighter than any bullet now used in 
the standard army rifles of the world. 
It will have greater muzzle velocity 
than any other bullet, and will be the 
only sharp-pointed bullet used in 
military service. 

At short range the new bullet will 
penetrate 39 inches of seasoned oak; 
at.600 yards, 32 inches of white pine, 
and at 1000 yards, 14% inches. If 15 
of the enemy's soldiers standing one 
behind the other chanced to be with- 
in range of the bullet a quarter of a 
mile away, every one of them would 
be disabled by the single bullet. 

Brigadier-General William Crozier, 
Chief of Ordnance of the United 
States Army, when in Springfield a 
few days ago, expressed the opinion 
that the new projectile was the best 
which had ever come under the ob- 
servation of the Ordnance Depart- 
ment. 

“Unless further tests demonstrate 
that the new bullet has disadvant- 
ages which its maay superior points 
fail to compensate, the present bullet 
will be replaced by the new one,” 
Gen, Crozier said. 


GRANTED CONSTITUTION. 


Shah of Persia Creates a Coun- 
cil of State. 


TEHERAN, Persia, Aug. 11.—The

the peasants.

The capi- 
tal is quiet, and the shops are re- 
opening.

United States Senators by direct vote 
of State Legislatures has become a 
relic of the past in a number of ‘the 
important States of the Union. In its 
place there has developed in some 
States approval, in varying measure, of 
the popular nomination of candidates 
in primaries open, on the one hand, to 
every man who wishes to stand as a 
candidate, and, on the other, affording 
every duly qualified voter the oppor- 
tunity to make his vote count as much 
as that of the most powerful political 
or industrial factor in the State. 

The practical impossibility of illegally 
influencing enough individual voters in 
a State to sway the result, as com- 
pared with the comparative ense with 
which enough legislative votes can be 
cornered to bring victory to a 
date backed by a-great.corporation sup- 
port, is, of course, the chief reason ad- 
vanced in advocacy of the nominat’on 
of Federal Senators by the direct pri- 
mary. But it also has the advantage 
of bringing prospective Senators, or in- 
cumbents seeking re-election, into clos- 
er touch with the people they are sup- 
posed to represent and of making them, 
as the Constitution intended, the rep- 
resentatives in the Upper House of all 
the people of the State, and not of any 
special or privileged class to whom they 
are indebted for their election to the 
Senate. 

It is a fact worthy of note that the 
plan of direct election of Senators is 
gaining new supporters in all parts 
of the country évery year, and that 
when_once adopted it is never discarded 
in favor of the old order of things. A 
development of the plan which is wor- 
thy of even greater notice, however, is 
the idea of having the electorate go on 
record, not only for the men who are 
holding Senate seats, and are candi- 
dates for re-election, but of permitting 
voters to register, in addition, their 
preference for a successor to the tncum- 
bent In case of the latter’s death. 

Some Recent Recounts. 

Illinois has just had a direct primary 
of the first sort, in which Senator Cul- 
lom overwhelmingly defeated ex-Govy. 
Richard Yates, 

Michigan has been shyly trying to 
bridge the distance between the direct 
primary, and voting for alternates, and 
is on record for a little of both. Ala- 
bama is taking the lead by having a pri- 
mary ‘on Aug. 27 next, not only for can- 
didates for the two Senatorships, but 
for two alternates to fill those places 
in case of the death or disability of 
either of the successful direct candi- 
dates. 

Alabama !s going the pace in polltical 
innovations of this sort, not only be- 
cause the State approves the direct prt- 
mary system in its essence, but because 
of more potent factors governing the 
administration of the State. The Weg- 
islature meets but once In four vears, 
as in Mississippi and some other South- 
ern States, and this registering of the 
popular will is taken so far In advance 
in order that the wishes of the people 
shall prevail rather than the individual 
preference of the Governor in filing a 
vacancy which may occur when the 
Legislature is not in session. 

Public sentiment makes the result of a 
direct primary as binding upon the Gov- 
ernor and equally upon the Legislature 
as the designation of a Presidential 
elector on a party ticket insures the 
casting of that man's vote in the elec-

Wealthy New Yorker Must 
Answer for Consequences 
of Wreck.

NEW YORK, Aug. 11.—Stewart El- 
liot, the wealthy owner and driver of 
the Panhard racing automobile, 
which, after running down a mounted 


policeman crashed into a fire plug on 
Thursday night, causing the death of 
Mrs. Lena Nobles of Baltimore and 
the painful injury to Miss Johnson 
of the Hotel Gerard, was held in 
$5000 bail today on a charge of homi- 
cide by Coroner McDonald. 

The accident occurred at Jerome 
and Burnside avenues, while the au- 
tomobile party was returning to the 
city after having dined at the Wood- 
minster Inn, near the old Morris 
Park Racetrack. 

At the Gerard Hotel it was declared 
another man had gone out with the 
automobile party. His identity is 
veiled in secrecy, but the Coroner is 
endeavoring to find him. 

The mystery as to the identity of 
the two women was cleared by El- 
liot, who at first said they were a 
Mrs. Howard and Miss Evans. When 
taken to the police station he admit- 
ted the dead woman was Mrs. Nobles 
and that her companion was Miss 
Johnson. The first named victim 
comes from a prominent family on 
the eastern shore of Maryland. Her 
father was T. A. Mowbray of Hur- 
lock, Dorchester County. She leaves 
a husband, a traveling salesman, who 
it was said, is on his way to New 
York with the dead woman's mother 
and sister. 

It is not thought he was acquainted 
with Elliot, and perhaps would never 
have heard his wife was automobile 
riding with him at o'clock in the 
morning were it not for the fatal ac- 
cident.

Fears of Food Famine in New 
York Disappear With 
Surrender.

NEW YORK, Aug. 11.—All fears of a 
food famine in New York City disap- 
peared today when three of the rail- 
roads, whose principal freight traffic 
is lightered across thé North River, 
gave in to the strikers.

$5 a month to the deck hands, who are 
practically the pilots on the floats and 
will submit the demand of $10 a month 
to arbitration. 

The New York Central was unwilling 
to yield and announced that it was 
ready to make the $5 advance, but would 
not enter into any agreement to con- 





sider the increase $10. The tug boat- 
men say, however, that the New York 
Central, which has the largest fleet of 
tugs on the river and carries more 
freight than all the others combined, 
will have to surrender witnin forty- 
eight hours.

He prefers not to return to 
America until the country is riper. 


ARE. FOLLOWS 
CAVE-IN OF MIN 


Girl Killed in House and Work- 
man Underground by 
Explosion. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WILKESBARRE, Pa., Aug. 11.—The 
mining town of Warrior Run, six miles 
east of this city, was the scene of a dis- 
astrous cave-in. 

The town is built over the 
the Warrior Run Coal Co., and a 
loud rumbling, resembling an earth- 
quake, was heard. At the same time 
there was a crashing of timbers, with 
several explosions. The inhabitants 
were thoroughly alarmed, and rushed 
into the streets, when a nurried inves- 
igation showed that a dozen dwellings 
were affected by a cave-in, and there 
were large fissures in the earth’s sur- 
face. The cave-in covered an area of 
more than an acre, and the foundations 
of some of the houses were badly 
wrecked. 

John Williams went into the cellar of 
his wrecked house to discover just what 
the damage was below. He carried a 
candle, and the light ignited gas which 
had come up through the openings. An 
explosion followed, and the house was 
set on fire, and Elizabeth Williams, 15 
years of age, was killed. The father es- 
caped. Volunteer fire fighters extin- 
guished the fire after it had destroyed 
the adjoining house. 

When the Williams explosion occurred 
Jobn Shoemaker, a miner, was at work 
in the mine, and the added cave-in from 
above him caused a blockade of the 
air chambers in the mine and gag ac- 
cumulated, so that an explosion fol- 
lowed, and Shoemaker was killed. 

An examination of the interior of the 
mine shows that a further cave-in is to 
be expected.

MORAN, Kan., Aug. 11.—The necessi- 
ties of the prairie church are always 
very important in the plains country, 
and those who have been associated 
with religious organizations in small 
towns of the State fully realize how 
difficult is the struggle to keep up with 
the financial end of the problem. So 
many churches are in existence and so 
many pastors must be supported that 
the appeal of the solicitor is always 
present. 

The Presbyterian Church cf Moran 
has endeavored to solve this problem in 
a novel manner. This church has no 


particular prominence in the list of re- 
ligious societies, but is merely a small 
town institution. and has the usual 
trouble raising money for the necessary 
expenses. It is very fortunate, howev- 
er, in having as a frienaz u prominent 
farmer, J. C. Strong, whose lands lie 
near this town. 

Mr. Strong made a proposition some 
months ago to the members of the 
(Church said he would lend to the organ- 
ization 50 acres of land for use during 
the coming summer,--the proceeds there- 
of to be devoted to the church. This 
was promptly accepted and the ladies of 
the aid society enlisted the assistance 
of the members of the church until the 
whole organization was thoroughly en- 
thused with the idea of farming for 
the benefit of religion. 


All Work Planting Day. 


May 15 the church turned out to put 
in the crop for the season. It was 
decided to plant corn. Twenty teams, 
consisting of two or four horses each, 


as was needed, were on hand at 7 a. m. 


Everybody turned out to help or look 
on and see the church folks’ farm. In 
a sense it was a frolic, but in actual 
practice it was a very businesslike pro- 
ceeding. A. M. Wright, a practical 
farmer, was elected superintendent for 
the day, and he kept everybody busy 
for 11 strenuous hours. First came the 
plows, that turned over the furrows 
rapidly and left a smooth, brown sur- 
face behind; then the harrows; then 
later the corn planters and check-row- 
ers. Team after team. made its circle 
of the field, and rapidly the work was 
done until by 6 p. m. the last turn was 
made. 

In the meantime the women had not 
been idle. They brought hoes and rakes 
and along the edges of the field, where 
the machinery could not do iS work, 
they planted in the extra hills of corn, 
determined that no foot of land should 
be wasted. More than that, they served 
as messengers. Half a dozen of the 
brightest girls in the Sunday school, 
mounted on horseback, raced up and 
down the fields as eager to do their 
part as any. 


Cook Tent Well Patronized. 


The Aid Society erected a tent in a 


convenient part of the farm and in it 
served lunch to the perspiring work- 
ers who were putting in the corn. A 
generous noonday meal was served and 
after 6 p. mn. all joined in a hearty re- 
past, which was thoroughly enjoyed be- 
cause it was well earned. 

The field is being watched eagerly 
by the members of the congregation 
and by the community. Plenty of prom- 
ises have been secured for assistance 
in harvesting when autumn comes. A 
number of grain dealers have request- 
ed. permission to bid for the corn when 
it is gathered and the probabilities ure 
that the highest possible market price 
will be received for the product. 

“We are counting on a glorious ‘har- 
vest home’ some time in October,” said 
one of the members of the church, “and 
certainly will have a most delightful 
day of it. The gathering of the grain 
will be accompanied by suitable exer- 
cises and the celebration will be well 
worth while.”’

COLLECTION ENLARGED 





Sculptural Pieces Have Been 
Moved From the Old 
Museum. 


The Art Building in Forest Fark is 
to be opened to the public Aug. 18 
with the annual exhibition of water 
colors and a large collection of paint- 
ings, drawings, engravings, sculp- 
tures and art objects belonging tothe 
Museum of Fine Arts. 

A temporary arrangement has been 
made to enable the public to enjoy 
the art treasures of the museum in 
the park art building immediately, 
without waiting for the completion 
of the park restoration, by taking ad- 
vantage both of the city . ordinance 
passed in 1900 permitting the Art Mu- 
seum to establish itself in a building 
in the park, and of the Exposition’s 
public spirit in erecting the perma- 
nent palace “dedicated to art,’’ to 
serve as the most fitting memorial 
of the great exhibition of the world’s 
treasures in Which the art structure 
was the central feature in 1904. 

It is announced by Prof. Halsey C. 
Ives, director of the Museum of Fine 
Arts, that with the permission and 
assistance of the Exposition officials, 
the museum has installed in the art 
building collections of great interest 
and value, which will be open to the 
public, free, Saturday and Sunday 
afternoons, beginning with Saturday, 
Aug. 18. Members of the Art Museum 
and their families @nd non-resident 
guests are entitled to admittance on 
any day from 9 until 5 o'clock at and 
after Monday, Aug. 13. 

The water color exhibition will con- 
tinue until Sept. 13. It is an annual 
event, which affords one of the best 
opportunities to study American art 
in its latest developments, and will be 
fcllowed by other “special exhibi- 
tions.” The other works installed be- 
long to the “permanent collections,” 
which wHl remain on exhibition con- 
tinuously. 


Fair Statues Restored. 


Since the World’s Fair there has 
been accumulated in the hugs sculp- 
ture hall of the Exposition Art Pal- 
ace what is said to be the best ex- 
tant collection of American sculptur- 
al works. Many of the best statues

OWN LAHOMA CITY, O. T., Aug. 11.—The 
“Goos-neck,’’ the Second Oklahoma

haps the most unique instance of a po- 
litical gerrymander: 

This district extends across a country 
350 miles in length, and at no place 
more than 30 or 40 miles in width. 
Hence, the appellation of ‘‘gooseneck.”’ 
In the Beaver County portion of the 
it is bounded by four States— 
Kansas, Colorado, New Mexico and 
Texas. The length of the district is 
within 50 miles of the distance from Ok- 
laboma City to Kansas City, and twice 
as far as from here to Dallas and Fort 
Worth, Tex. The length of the district 
is two-thirds of the distance east and 
west across the new State of Oklahoma, 
and lacks only a few miles of being 
equal to the distance across north and 
south. 

Many of the States do not extend 
over the country in either direction as 
far as this Congressional district. Its 
agricultural products, on account of the 
climate, range from cotton, which 1s al- 
most an exclusive south Oklahoma crop, 
to corn and wheat, raised in the more 


temperate line dividing the frigid from 
the more mild climate of the southern 
part of the State. A candidate can- 
vassing his district, even though ac- 
commodated with the best transporta- 
iion facilities possible, would have to 
spend almost twelve or fourteen hours 
constantly on the road to get from one 
end to the other.

LEG BONE OF DOG 


GRAFTED ON BOY 


Tuberculous Fibula of Wealthy 
Child Replaced With That 
of Animal. 





OPERATION A SUCCESS

Brute Which Contributed Its 
Skeleton Allowed to Die 
Under Chloroform.

DETROIT, Mich., Aug. 11.—An opera- 
tion which has aroused the interest of 
medical men all over the city was per- 
formed in Harper Hospital here recent- 
ly. A portion of the fibula, one of the 
bones of the lower leg, of a boy 12 
years old, was removed and replaced by 


the corresponding portion of the skel- 
eton of a young dog. The dog's bone 
has joined to the other sections of the 
boy’s and it is all now growing as one 
piece. 

Danny Buck, the son of a_ wealthy 
Lansing furniture man, has_ suffered 
from babyhood from a tendency to tu- 
berculosis. The boy lost the use of one 
of his legs and was taken to Harper 
Hospital, where the staff doctors of the 
hospital were called into consultation. 
They were satisfied that some form of 
necrosis, or bone decay, had set in. 

The boy was taken to the operating 
room and a young dog, healthy in every 
part, was also brought in. The child and 
the dog were given an anaesthetic at the 
same time. While the chi]d’s bone was 
discovered by the sharp instruments of 
the surgeons, the dog’s right hind leg 
was opened and while only the middle 
necrosed portion of the boy’s fibula was 
carefully sawed away, the fibula of the 
dog’s leg was entirely removed. 

A portion, exactly fitting into the re- 
maining healthy portion of the boy's 
bone, was taken from the fibula of the 
animal. The piece was fitted into the 
place left by the removed portion of the 
bone. Then flesh of the leg was brought 
around it as nature had framed it before 
necrosis had set it. 

As the operation was finished by the 
surgeons the dog that had made it all 
possible was allowed to die painlessly 
by continued doses of chloroform. 

The boy's leg was bound in a plaster 
cast and it seems to be improving stead- 
ilv. There is. no discharge from the 
wound and there is every prospect of 
complete success in the operation.

The line of questioning seerned to 
show an attempt to prove that D. R. 
Francis and Mayor Weils(controlled the 
West St. Louis Water and Light Co. 
The attorneys succeeded in showing 
Francis’ connection with the water 
company, but did not prove that Mayor 
Wells is interested in the company. 

The most important witness was W. 
P. Kennett, secretary of the West St. 
Louis Water and Light Co. He stated 
that out of the 10.000 shares of stock 
in the company, J. S. Lee, J. S. Both- 
well and D. R. Francis held 8518 as vot- 
ing trustees.

Weinberg, Who Mysteriously 
Disappeared From His Home 
Several Months Ago, Writes 
From London of His Strange 
Adventures. 


CARMI, I11., Ang. 11. 
EADING like a chapter from a 
R thrilling historic novel is a let- 
ter just received from Dr. A. 
Weinberg, one of the best-known ocu- 
lists in Southern Illinois. The letter 
Was addressed to Capt. “Ed’’ Henni- 
ken, and was-the first news received 
from Dr. Weinberg since his mysterious 
disappearance several months ago. 

In his letter Weinberg states that he 
visited his old home in Germany, from 
which, to avoid military duty, he had 
fled a number of years ago. His iden- 
tity, he allages, became known, result- 
ing in his seizure and reinstatement in 
the army. 

Hie had, before leaving Germany the 
first time, succeeded in deserting the 
army and making his way to the Unit- 
ed States. Thinking himself immune 
from further molestation, he last fall 
returned to his old home near the mili- 
tary headquarters. 

At the time of his disappearance it 
wes believed that he had been slain, as 
a mystery enshrouded his departure. 
He explains that his secrecy in leaving 
was caused by his desire to visit his 
relatives in Germany without the offi- 
cers being apprised of his intentions. 

Dr. Weinberg made his headquarters 
at Mount Carmel, but made visits each 
week at all towns along the Big Four 
Railroad. His acquaintanceship was 
extended. Last week Capt. Henniken, a 
warm personal friend of the doctor's, 
and one of the most prominent residents 


of Grayville, received a letter post- 
marked London. The missive was from 
the missing Dr. Weinberg. 

Immediately upon his return to Ger- 
many, the doctor confided, he became 
aware that he was being shadowed. He

Yet nothing was said 
to my driver about it,” said Mr. Ber- 
ryman. 

“When I complained to 
Brinkman and “Secretary 
ineister about the matter they 
begged me to keep it quiet. This, 
however, I would not do, and my let- 
ter to Mr. Knight followed,

All crews were ordered 
to stop rowing by the referee, They 
started over again without going back 
to the buoys, but had progressed not 
more than 100 yards when they were 
again entangled. Again they were 
stopped, this time they got away even 
going to the turn. Winnipeg got 
areund first with Ravenswood second 
and Mound City third. None of the 
crews made any claim of foul. 

Coming down the lake again Winnipeg 
opened up a wide gap and Ravenswood 
and Mound city then began to cut down 
the lead. Winnipeg, however, was too 
strong and finished rather handily with 
the Ravenswood second and Mound 
City third. 

Mound City boys say that had the col- 
lision not occurred they would have 
won. 

Titus Regains Single Sculls. 


Charles S. Titus of the Nonpareil Boat 
Club. New York, today regained his title 
as champion single sculler. Of the nine 
championship contests four were won 
by two lengths, two by six lengths and 


two others by 20 lengths, while the 
ninth, the senior eight-oared race, re- 
sulted in a foul which caused the ref- 
eree to decide that the race must be 
rowed over tomorrow morning. 

In this event three crews started, the 
New York Athletic Club, the Argonauts 
of Toronto and the Riverside Boat Club 
of Cambridge. An eighth of a mile from 
the finish the Argonauts were leading 
the New Yorkers by half a length.

| Umpire .Conway. 


BOSTON, Aug. 11.—The Beaneaters 
won a double-header from the Cardinals 
today by capturing the first—an 1l-in- 
ning game—3 to 2, and the second—a 
seven-inning session—5 to 4.

He pointed the weapon 
at Bolen “ard ordered him from the 
house. Bolan fled, leaving his daughter 
with Holfiday. 

Holliday seized the girl and pounded 
her over the head with the shotgun. 
Unconscious from the merciless beating, 
the girl dropped to the floor. Holliday 
cast the weapon aside, picked the girl 
up in his arms, carried her outside to 
a buggy and drove off at a/’gallop. 

When Holliday, was captured = at 
Greensburg, feeling against him was so 
high that it was considered advisable 
to bring him to Pratt. He is in Jail 
here now.

S A general rule, wheh a man buys cigars he 
either expects to smoke them himself or to 
invite his friends to. The idea of getting 

a machine to smoke your cigars for you seems ab- 

surd at first glance, yet here is « photograph of a 

machine which actually does smoke etgars, four at 

a time, and smokes them perfectly, having been made 

for that purpose, — 

The machine belongs to the Bureau of Plant In- 
dustry, Department of Agriculture, at Washington, 
at Washington, and is used for tne purpose of test- 
ing the “burn” of. different cigars. The apparatus 
consists of mouthpieces for holding the cigars, a suc- 
ties tube capable of pulling intermittently and a 


’flask containing a syphon. 


This is how the machine smokes its cigars: Water 
from a constant-level tank is allowed to enter the 
The aspirator fills; the air 
or smecke it contains passes out of the outlet tube, 
and is prevented from returning to the cigars by a 
second flask or water valve. When the aspirator is 
filled the syphon which it contains commences to 
work, and as the outlet pipe of tnis syphon is much 
larger than the inlet pipe for water the aspirator 
empties faster than the water fills it. The syphon 
is so arranged that it “breaks” the water at the 
bottom of the aspirator, whereupon the aspirator re- 
fills. As the water empties from the aspirator, air 
is drawn through the valve flask from the cigar- 
holder flask, and that air enters the apparatus 
through the cigar holders. 

The cigar-smoking machine, it is hoped, will pro- 
duce some great practical results. The tobacco crop 
in this country being of great value, and representing 
enormous capital, is thought to be an excellent -sub- 
ject fot investigation, and the tiarned force of the 
Bureau of Plant Industiy is doing all in Its power 
in its home laboratories and field experiment stations 
to bring to the service of its scientists an exact lot 
of statistics, by which tobacco plants can be bred and

They spelled that way for the 
fun: of the thing and everybody said they were fun- 
ny men. Hereafter we are all to be funny, so far 
as spelling goes, anyway. 

Simplified spelling is no new thing, but it has cer- 
tainly been a long time coming. Benjamin Franklin 
is given the distinction of having preceded the Mis- 
souri “editurz” by several years, he being one of the 
earliest advocates of “simplified” phonetic .spelling. 
Then along came Isaac Pitman and A. J. Ellis, and 


just GO years ago published a phonetic alphabet— 


beg pardon, a “fonetic alfabet”—of 40 characters, 
composed of Latin letters and their modifications. 

But the world didn’t fall all over itself adopting 
their suggestions and went along in the same old 
rut, using silent letters galore and doing just what 
it pleased in the way of spelling. 

Then the National Educational Association and a 
few other high-sounding organizations took up the 
matter, along about ~1875, and they resoluted till 
they were black in the face, but still very few people 
paid any attention, although Andrew Carnegie now 
claims that along about that time the people began 
spelling “plow” instead of “plough.” So, you see, 
30 years’ work has resulted in wonderful progress. 

So encouraged were the “filologists” that they held 
a jollification meeting the next year and laid down a 
lot of rules that cover as many pages as the old- 
fashioned spelling book. The people objected they 
would have to unlearn all they had spent years in 
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of a cruel reform Police Commissioner and only 
serves to accentuate the class by marking this in- 
dividual as an exception to the general rule. 

In the first days of his appearance the Colonel 
was a sort of feudal! master of his community, The 
voters were his vassals and bowed to his will. Also 
he was a brave figure socially. , At one time, too, he 
was financially omnipotent. 

In his palmy days and at his best he was a great 
slaveholder and cotton planter, who lived in state 
and served mint juleps and scattered largess to all 
who came to his castle. When the “war between 
the states” came he raised regiments and rode at 
their head and fought, bled—and often died—for a 
principle. 

His successor, the “president,” fights, also, and 
sometimes bleeds—but seldom dies—not alone for 
a principle, but for the interest as well, and as much 
of a bonus as he can get. After the war the Colonel] 
had been stripped of much of his power and prop- 
erty, but he was still one to be reckoned with. In 


‘ 


learning and the “filologists” said: “Oh, just observe 
these simple rules and all will be easy.

‘tung.’ 

“From a word ending in ‘e’ silent, ‘e’ is dropped 
when the dropping does not suggest a wrong pro- 
nunciation of the word. Thus ‘definite’ and ‘in- 
finite’ become ‘definit’ and ‘infinit,’ but ‘finite’ and 
‘polite’ are unchanged. 

“From a word ending in a double letter, one of 
the double letters is dropped when the dropping of 
the letter does not suggest a wrong pronunciation 
of the word, as ‘eg,’ ‘stil,’ ‘til,’ ‘shal,’ ‘clas,’ ete.

the days of reconstruction he was a dominant force 
and delivered his Bourbon boroughs in unbroken 
platoons to the further solidification of the Solid 
South.

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Strange Impressions Found Y 


at Kimmswick, Mo., May 


Be 20,000 Years Old--- | 
Human Skeleton Found 
With Mastodon Bones--- 
Scientific Circles Excited. 


HO’S who in Kimmswick is a 
problem very much in the lime- 
* light of American science today. 
Famous for its Bone Hill, where the great 
tusks and huge femurs of mastodons and 
mamimoths have protruded from the side of a 
hill, to the wonder of science throughout the 
world, the little Missouri town has recently 
added to its distinction by producing a fossil 
man and two mysterious human footprints in 
_ limestone. 

Who was the fossil man, and when did he 
live? 

Whose are the footprints, and when were 
they made? 

These are the questions which are interest- 
ing local scientists and students of these 
things at the National Smithsonian Institu- 
tion and the Field Columbian Museum. 

Did the fossil man see the mastodons whose 
dry bones rattle down the sides of the Bone 
Hill? Were the huge pachyderms and the 
primitive Yorick co-existent? 

And the footprints: Are they the imprint 
of feet witch trod. the wilderness before the 
glacier? 

OT since the Lansing Man was found in Kan- 
sas a few years ago has anything of this na- 
ture so interested American scientists. Upon 


the issue of investigations now being made depend, 
perhaps, finally, an answer to the problem whether 


the American continent was the home of man be- 


fore the Ice Age, and whether any man ever saw 
a living elephant of those larger and earlier types 
known as the mastodon and mammoth. 

The Kimmswick fossil man was found at the 


Bone Hill, where a cement mill is daily grinding up 


the bones of mastodons and the limestone of the bluff 


‘in which they have so long reposed, The footprints 


were found a short distance below Kimmswick at 


Windsor Harbor, a riverside country place belong- 
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ing to F. D. Waters. , 


Their present relation is merely coincidental. 


Whether the footprints were made by contemporaries 


‘ 


of the fossil man or what their final relation is to 
become in science, remain for the scientists to de- 
termine. 

The important thing at this time is that Missouri, 
from a district adjacent to the city of St. Louis, has 
just contributed two promising links to the constant- 
ly growing chain of evidence which is finally to con- 
vince the world that man has been upon the earth 
muck longer than is generally supposed; that he did, 
in fact, share the perils of life with the first land 
animals; that he fought the saber-toothed tiger at 
the door of his cave, hid in affright from the trump- 
eting mammoth and survived the exigencies of 2 wil- 
derness more terrible than any the world knows 
today. 

The fossil man of Kimmswick will in time take 
his place with those other witnesses for the affirma- 
tive who are the media by which it shall be proven 
that man antedated the glaciers. By his side will 
grin the skull of the Lansing Man, the Neanderthal 
Man and those other eloquent mutes which have be- 
come the reliance of science in the task of identi- 
fying man with those early and parlous ages when 
the genus homo was but an animal, with all else in 
the animal kingdom, and when those first flashes of 
his superior intelligence were illuminating the dark 
interior of his low and gorille-like brow. 

Workmen getting out limestone for the Kimms- 
wick cement mill unwittingly hit upon the very thing 
for which the United States Smithsonian Institution 
had spent no little money in searching. In clearing 
out a crevice in the Bone Hill Bluff, they found the 
skeleton of a man. 

That human bones should occur under the loess 
in association with the bones of pre-glacial creatures 
did not astonish the workmen, for men who know 
nothing of such things are not to be astonished. They 
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May Be Picture Writings.

HE specimen of stone reported to contain prints of human and other feet, near Kimmswick, 
Mo., is a weathered dolomite (i. e., carbonate of lime and magnesia) of partially crystalline 
structure, Although it reveals no fossils indicating its age, the specimen corresponds with 

the lower carboniferous limestones outcropping in the vicinity. 

These rocks are of later Paleozoic age; they were laid down before known land animals and prob- 
ably before land plants appeared on the earth, and more than half ofthe later ages passed before 
mammals appeared. Accordingly, it is inconceivable that the footmarks in the rock could have been 
actually impressed by the feet of men or other mammals. 

The drawings of the footmarks suggest that two were made to represent footprints of man, 
was a common custom among 
tribes to grind or batter into rock surfaces, as a sort of waymark, representations of footprints or 
hand impressions; ard it is probable that the marks in the rock at Kimmswick are of this character. 
My interpretation of the marks as shown in the drawings would be something like this: 
Bear Clan passed here”—the Bear Clan probably representing one of the Siouan tribes found in this 
region by the earliest pioneers, and who are known tq have produced petroglyphs and also inscrip-

The scientists of the Field Museum at Chicago hive 
always kept a jealous eye on Kimmsmick. It is a 
wonderful place, and the past has made it,a safe 
rule to expect the unusual there. 

In some way the news of the finding of the fossil 
man reached these alert ears in Chicago, and 
entist who registered as Prof. Slocum slipped down, 
drove out to the hill, opened the new grave and took 


scl- 


out a bundle of bones. Strangely enough, he was too 
well satisfied with the leg bones to exhume the skull, 
which he left. 

When the news of the find reached Washington, a 
hasty search was made for the skull, but the grasses 
of summer had clothed the hill, and no man could 
say just where the fossil man had been buried. 
Several attempts have been made to find the grave, 
but up to this time they have been futile, and’ the 
head of the fossil man remains somewhere around 
the top of that hill. Whether it will 
recovered by some local scientist, whether the Gov- 
ernment will eventually get it, or whether Prof. Slo- 
cum will return from Chicago and complete the skel- 
eton partially in hand, remains to be seen. 

The Government originally sent Gerard Fowke, 
one of its field workers in Smithsonian work, 
the Bone Hill at Kimmswick. Mr. Fowke made 
quite an excavation among the bone deposits, always 
hopeful of finding some evidences of human contem- 
poraniety. 

Strangely enough, he found nothing, though work- 
men excavating the hill and uncovering the limestone 
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recently found the complete skeleton of a man. If 
there was one man in that time there were more, 
and if one died in the vicinity, others must have 
died there, too. 


Obviously, then, there should be other proofs of 


preglacial man around the Bone Hill; and doubtless 


more will be found. It is unfortunate that the find 


made should not have been made by Mr. Fowke, for 
he would have applied science to the diseSvery 
there and then; and there would not now be any 
question as to what had béen folind nor any missing 
bones lost by reinterment.

Extracting Oxygen From the Air 


ONSLL BRUNOT of St. Etienne writes that 
a group of savants of the Academie des Sei- 
ences, Paris, very recently paid a visit to a 

factory at Boulogne-sur-Seine to witness the manu- 
facture for industrial purposes of enormous quanti- 
ties of oxygen and nitrogen, extracted in a liquid 
state from the atmospheric air. The Consul 
bays: 

“Georges Claude, the inventor of the interesting 
process, furnished the explanation. As the liquid 
oxygen flowed out from the generator it was of a 
bluish hue, while the nitrogen was colorless. Several 
experiments were made for the visitors to prove the 
importance of having an abundant supply of oxy- 


oe gen at one’s disposal; a forge set up in the grounds 
showed the wonderful effects of the gas. The fire, 


which had almost died out, was immediately rendered 
incandescen* by a current of hydroxide from the 
ow: A bar vf iron was brought to a red heat 


and then melted like lead. Two pieces of iron were 
welded in a few minutes by the aid of a powerfut 
flame from the blowpipe. Much costly and tedious 
riveting will be no longer necessary; iron witl*be 
welded against iron, copper against copper, etc. The 
doctors already foresee the possible treatment with 
liquid air of certain affections of microbian origin, 
such as osteomyelitis, anthrax and the malignant 
disease of the skin termed lupus.”
